that, through the enactment by the 73d Con- 
the Jones-Connally Bill, funds had 
heen made available for use in eliminating 
Bang’s disease in cattle. Thus began the 
Federal-State cooperative program for the 
control of Bang’s disease, based on the test- 
ing of herds and slaughter of reacting ani- 
mals. In the beginning it was not neces- 
sary for the States to participate in the 
payment of indemnity or operating ex- 
penses but, effective May 1, 1939, Congress 
provided that no Federal payment of in- 
demnity could be made unless it was match- 
ed with an equal amount by a State or co- 
operating agency. This program, so far as 
the Federal Government is concerned, has 
at all times been a voluntary one. Interest 
in this animal-disease-control project was 
heightened by the fact that brucellosis 
in cattle was accepted by the medical pro- 
fession as a factor affecting public health. 


EFFECTIVENESS OF TEST-AND- 
SLAUGHTER AS A CON- 
TROL MEASURE 


At the end of the seventh year of test- 
and-slaughter it was estimated that the in- 
cidence of Bang’s disease had been reduced 
about fifty percent through the removal of 
over 2,000,000 reactors. The slaughter of 
Bang’s-disease reactors was initially devel- 
oped as a part of the cattle-reduction pro- 
gram. From a strictly disease-control point 
of view, however, and this latter viewpoint 
now must be accepted as our aim, test-and- 
slaughter was not entirely without just 
criticism. It did not lend itself well to the 
beef-type herds under range conditions; the 
so-called “problem herds” slowed up the 
program; breaks in cleaned herds, varying 
from two to five percent, were disturbing. 

We must accept the fact, however, that 
test-and-slaughter is still one of our most 
useful and practical methods of control. Its 
use 1S necessary in dairy herds, the milk 
from which must, by municipal regulation, 
be from cows negative to the blood test. 
The test-and-slaughter method is indicated, 
also, jn sections in which the incidence of 
Bang’s disease is very low, as in many of 
the Southern States, and in the “area plan” 
When conditions are favorable. And we 
must not lose sight of the fact that test- 
and-slaughter must be the final operation 
in those herds in which reacting animals are

SCIENCE SEEKS THE ANSWER 


Brucella abortus organism of reduced viru- 
lence, strain 19. At the 1933 meeting of 
the Association they made a report on the 
efficacy of a vaccine prepared from this 
strain in immunizing bovines. against 
Bang’s disease. Their several experiments 
in calfhood vaccination were so favorable 
that the bureau, in 1932, restricted the 
licensed production of Brucella vaccine to 
that produced from strain 19. Based on 
this and other work, field trials were begun 
by the bureau in 1936 in about 260 heavily 
infected herds in which calves only were 


vaccinated and in which the reacting cows 
were left to provide exposure. Careful rec- 
ords indicated that only 1.1 percent of the 
vaccinated calves in these herds subsequent- 
ly aborted as a result of Bang’s disease, 
determined by the blood test. In view of 
these results Dr. John R. Mohler, then chief 
of the bureau, at the 1940 meeting of this 
Association recommended the acceptance of 
calfhood vaccination as an adjunct to the 
test-and-slaughter method to provide, as he 
stated, a two-fisted attack against this 
malady. Some of these herds have been 
dispersed for various reasons but recently 
a survey in thirteen States to determine the 
extent to which calf vaccination was still 
being continued revealed that out of 220 
of the original herds 179 were still in exist- 
ence. The owners of 171 of these herds ad- 
vised that they were continuing vaccination 
and were well pleased with the results. Lat- 
er the program was modified to permit the 
retention of reactors in some infected herds 
under State quarantine until vaccinated re- 
placements became available. 

The foregoing remarks are made in order 
to show how our brucellosis-control work 
in cattle has evolved under the exigencies 
of conditions during the last ten years and 
how the pendulum has swung from a prim- 
ary basic test-and-slaughter method to the 
inclusion of calfhood vaccination and later 
test-and-retention of reactors with calfhood 
vaccination. 


POLICY ON CONTROL OF 
BRUCELLOSIS 


The bureau approved the application of 
three methods of control: 
Test-and-slaughter. 
B. Test-and-slaughter, with calfhood 
vaccination. 
C. Test-and-retention of reactors, with 
calfhood vaccination. 

In plans A and B indemnities are paid for 
reactors removed but in plan C indemnities 
are not paid. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry has been 
criticised at times because it has not assum- 
ed a more dominant stand in the control of 
Bang’s disease and because one definite plan 
has not been urged on the various States, 
as in tuberculosis, foot-and-mouth disease, 
and tick eradication. The lack of any prov- 


ed method of control that would meet all 


requirements did not warrant such action 

on our part at that time, nor has it since.

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OSTWAR developments have come so 

rapidly, and are still coming, that it is 

hazardous to forecast the trend of beef 
cattle and dairy prices and demand over 
the next several months. 

A consensus of live stock and dairy of- 
ficial opinion at the Agriculture Depart- 
ment is that cattlemen and dairymen would 
be well advised not to expand their opera- 
tions, at least until the postwar demand can 
be estimated with more accuracy. 

Range cattle already are showing a tend- 
ency to weaken in price and it is probable 
that the spread between range and fed cat- 
tle will widen during the next several 
months, due to the expected heavy offer- 
ings of grass-fed cattle during the fall and 
early winter. 

Officials here are uncertain as to how 
much rationing held down civilian consump- 
tion of meats. Consumption this year wil! 
be at least equal the pre-war average, de- 
spite rationing. Last year the average per 
capita consumption was 142 pounds—17 
pounds over the pre-war average. 

With all rationing due to be removed by 
November 1st, meat consumption is expect- 
ed to be at the rate of 150 pounds per year 
during the last two months of the year. 
That assumes, however, that large-scale un- 
employment will not cut deeply into meat 
buying. Some here think that a dangerous 
assumption. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
which has a reputation for sound and con- 
servative forecasting of price and demand 
trends. thinks that the prospective produc- 
tion of meat through at least the first half 
of 1946 is not likely to equal the demand at 
present prices. 

“Prices of meat animals, especially lambs, 
hogs and well finished cattle, probably will 
be maintained near the present high levels 
through the remainder of 1945 and the first 
half of 1946,” says the BAE. 

“Prices of lower grade cattle in the last 
four months of 1945 probably will decline 
more than usual,” the BAE economists 
predict. 

The near record number of cattle on 
farms and ranches and the relatively small 
movement of grass-fed cattle to market last 
summer points to a large movement of that 
type of beef during the next few months. 

The movement of cattle into feedlots is 
expected to be heavier during the next three 
or four months than for any similar period 
during the war. Indications are, however, 
that most of them will be held for less than 
120 days. , 

One reason for this belief on the part of 
the BAE is the improved feed outlook. The 
Department now believes that, after an un- 
favorable start, total feed grain production 
this year will approximate the 132 million 
tons of last year. 

The rate of feed used per animal this 
vear has been one of the largest on record. 
I'arm prices of feed grains have been five 
to ten cents a bushel below a year ago, but 
the demand for feed concentrates is expect- 
ed to continue strong into 1946. 


Meat production plans for next year still 
are in the tentative state and likely will not 
be announced for several weeks. As things 
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now stand, Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son is on the optimistic side so far as de- 
mand is concerned. 

The final decision depends upon several 


things. The principal uncertainty is, of 
course, whether industry can make _ the 
transition from war to peace production 
without large-scale unemployment and 
deepening depression. 

It depends, in a large measure, on how 
quickly 11,000,000 or more war workers and 
8,000,000 service men and women can be ab- 
sorbed into private industry. Officials here 
figure the national economy cannot stand 
more than 10,000,000 persons unemployed 
for any length of time without going into 
an economis tailspin. 

It is known that military demand for farm 
products will drop fifty per cent in the next 
six months. It is known, also, that foreign 
relief demands will take all the food we can 
spare, or care to send, during the next ten 
to twelve months. 

With those things in mind, here is the 
way the Agriculture Department sizes up 
the farm picture, both as to the short-range 
and the long-range future: 

Short-range, next twelve months: Pro- 
duction of food and other farm commodities 
will, barring abnormally unfavorable weath- 
er, remain near the war-time level. An- 
derson thinks that favorable weather in the 
past four years has been given too much 
credit for production one-third above pre- 
war. 

Demand and prices will remain strong on 
most farm commodities at least until the 
1946 harvest. Anderson thinks civilian de- 
mand will remain high, and that official 
estimates of unemployment are too high; 
that civilian production of consumer goods 
will get under way quickly. Foreign relief 
demands will take any excess production. 

Long-range, two to five years: Farm pro- 
duction probably will have to go through a 
“shake-down” period both as to prices and 
production in 1947 or 1948. The critical 
period on prices will be the late summer and 
fall of 1946, or early 1947. That, of course, 
is just a guess. 

Demands for consumer goods, especially 
machinery and buildings, which have not 
been filled during the war form a backlog 
which Anderson thinks will keep city in- 
come, and buying, high during the next 
twelve months. 

How long it will take to catch up with 
demand, to fill all the back orders, is the 
question that is bothering economists. Some 
think that will be only one year, but others 
place it as high as four or five years. 


Farm production plans for next year are 
taking shape slowly. Anderson is proceed- 
ing cautiously, waiting as long as possible 
before announcing 1946 goals in order to 
make as accurate an estimate of food de- 
mands as possible. 

The official government attitude toward 
1946 farm production is stated by Recon- 
version Director John Snyder in a report 
to President Truman in which he said: 
“United States farmers will need to keep 
up all-out production in the months ahead. 

“In face, total needs during the coming 
year probably will exceed the supply of 
meats, fats and oils, sugar and some other

The ninety per cent of parity pledge, if 
met fully, would still permit prices to drop 
by twenty-five per cent, sufficient to wipe — 
out many farmers.

In any event, the support pledges an — 
valid for only two full calendar years afte — 
the war is officially declared ended. If Con. 
gress or the President makes that procla 
mation before January 1, 1946, then the 
suports will be good through 1947. 
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The subsidy removal proposal is causing 
a lot of heat both in Washington and among 
cattlemen who have been let in on a pr. | 
view of Department planning.

There is scientific 
nen for this view. 

Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle long 
have known that their animals were im- 
mune to some diseases which beset other 
beef breeds and that they were also very 
low in susceptibility to still other cattle 
maladies. Most of them knew not why. 
Some persons attributed these valuable 
qualities to the vigor of their 
individual herds and to the 
care which had been given 
them. Scientific proof now 
comes to light that the Bon- 
nie Blacks, aS _an_ entire 
breed, ARE IMMUNE TO 
CERTAIN DISEASES AND 
HIGHLY RESISTANT TO 
OTHERS. 

“Protective coloration” is a 
phrase employed by natural- 
ists to describe the methods 
by which nature protects 
weak and defenseless ani- 
mals from their enemies. 
Bizarre patterns of camou- 
flaged color schemes—pro- 
tective coloration—hide these 
weaker creatures by blend- 
ing their appearance into the 
back ground thus rendering 
them at least partially ob- 
scured from predacious ani- 
mals on the prowl for food— 
including man. 

It now has been discovered 
that protective coloration 
does even more. It often 
guards the health of certain species. This 
fact is particularly observable in the Aber- 
deen-Angus herds. 

Natives of tropical countries invariably 
have dark skin, hair and eyes. This is NOT 
the result of sunburn although nature does 
supply pigmentation (tan) to help combat 
the caustic effect of the sun’s rays among 
lighter skinned races. The belief that black 
skins are the result of successive genera- 
tions of sunburn is completely fallacious 
and the hooeyiest sort of hooey. Scientists 
long ago exploded the silly and supersti- 
tious theory of “acquired characteristics.” 

Those eminent gentlemen who grow stoop 
shouldered as a result of peering through 
microscopes have the answers. The dark 
skinned races are dark simply because 
THEY ARE THE ONLY RACES THAT 
CAN SURVIVE EXPOSURE TO TROPI- 
a yd ‘an They are the survival 
of the fittest. 

Many white men have existed even in 
Ethiopia where temperatures reach 160 de- 
grees, BUT they did not parade around 
nude and bareheaded as do many of the 
tribesmen in Equatorial Africa. To expose 
the head and particularly, the back of the 
neck, to those lethal sunbeams for as little 
as twenty minutes has been known to cause 
death. As a consequence white men wear 
pith helmets and a cloth gadget, known asa 
spine pad, draped down the back of their

necks. Even the nomadic Arab tribesmen 
wear the burnouse—a flowing robe—plus 
a cloth turban with a curtain-like drape 
covering the back of the neck. This is not 
worn for style or as a tribal uniform. It 
is worn so that they may survive. 

The first Aberdeen-Angus cattle were im- 
ported from Scotland about seventy-two 
years ago. Although many of the animal’s 
virtues were unknown at that time they 
asserted themselves later. Wise cattlemen 
quickly realized that the thrifty Scot had 
developed a superior beef animal as a re- 
sult of 400 years of scientific breeding. 

Then came cancer eye to plague our plains 
cattlemen. It attacked all breeds of beef 


cattle which LACKED THE ELEMENT 
OF PROTECTIVE COLORATION. It has 
cost huge sums and continues to do so. 
About this time someone observed that Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle were not affected. 
“How come?” cattlemen asked each other. 
They looked from badly infected herds in 
one group to clear eyed, uninfected Blacks 
across the road, shrugged their shoulders 
and decided: 

“Them black critters just natchelly don’t 
GIT it.” But they did not know why. 

Scientists know and this is their explan- 
ation: 

The eyeball of the Aberdeen-Angus ani- 
mal is black. There is no white in it. The 
hair and skin of this comparatively new 
animal also is black—the jettest of jet 
black. Any exception to be found is in 
“grade” (not pure bred) and cross-bred ani- 
mals. These sometimes have a small tuft 
of white hair on their bodies. 

Black pigmentation acts as a sort of fil- 
ter, neutralizing the harmful rays of the 
sun. Among animals with white eyeballs 
the terrific sun rays, reflected by baked 
ground or sun dried grasses, enter the eye 
instead of being filtered out. The glands 
furnishing lubrication and protection (tears, 
etc.) become exhausted from overwork. In- 
flammation takes place causing minute 
cracks or means of entrance through which 
disease germs gallop to the attack. Human 


beings under similar conditions would wear 
sun glasses or resort to another wise pro- 
vision of nature—squinting. But what can 
the poor stockman do, teach his cattle to 
squint or provide them with sun glasses? 
Hardly. 

He can, and he IS solving this problem 
by the simple expedient of switching to 
cattle with black skin, hair and eyes. The 
chief deterrent is his inability to secure 
Aberdeen-Angus animals as fast as he 
wishes, nevertheless numerous veteran op- 
erators have expressed their desire to 
change breeds. 

In the West where locoweed and other 
strange plants make life miserable for cat- 
tlemen, another costly annoyance occurs. 
There being no alternative this disease will 
have to be called by its full name, “photo- 
sensitization.” When cattle eat a certain 
plant the non-pigmented 
parts of their skin become 
sensitive to sunlight. Then 
the rancher has to phone his 
veterinarian that an animal 
has photosensitization, so 
both cow and man suffer. 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, be- 
ing heavily pigmented, are 
COMPLETELY IMMUNE 
TO THIS AFFLICTION. 


“Udder burn,” is another 
costly malady caused by the 
rays of the sun being reflect- 
ed by baked ground, dry 
grass, or snow, and effecting 
the cows’ teats. But not the 
Blacks from Scotland for 
that pigmentation again is 
on the job, filtering out the 
harmful beams. When af- 
fected by udder burn the 
mother cow cannot feed her 
calf and unless the tiny ani- 
mal is nourished by artificial 
means it dies. This situation 
is not always discovered in 
time on the ranges as the 
cattle roam at considerable 
distances. Pinkeye, another bane of cattle 
producers, also causes enormous losses, al; 
though its depredations among Aberdeen- 
Angus are quite rare. These illuminating 
instances of the value of protective colora- 
tion bring natural conclusions. Scientists 
say that it is possible the Blacks will resist 
still other bovine diseases which may beset 
the industry from time to time in the future. 
Rinderpest, which swept Africa a half cen- 
tury ago is an example of such epidemics. 

Thére is another facet to this prism. One 
might offer the query: 

“Tf the Aberdeen-Angus does so well in 
hot climates it must be ill equipped to with- 
stand the rigors of bitter cold latitudes.” 

True, most natives of far northern climes 
are blond or sandy haired, BUT this is for 
an entirely different reason. Sun heat is 
conducted by rays while cold travels by 
means of air waves. Most inhabitants of 
frigid zones are the descendants of migra- 
tory races. They need not, necessarily, be 
light haired to survive. Blond esquimaux 
are hardly abundant. 

In truth, the Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
America are the descendants of a parent- 
age which for generations has survived the 
marrow-piercing weather of the Scotch win- 
ters. THEY ARE THE SURVIVAL OF 
THE FITTEST.

N the Eastern Shore of Maryland at Queenstown, 

spread along the Wye River, a group of farms have 

been purchased by R. E. and R. S. Dutcher.

To Our SERVICE MEN...and WOMEN, 


DEAR JOE:— 


OW it’s YOUR turn to do some post- 

war planning. You’ve done a magnif- 

icent job much faster than we at home 
could possibly hope for. Now it’s OUR turn 
to take over and make the most of what 
you have made possible. 

Soon you will return to civilian life and 
God knows we need you. Our lands, our 
herds and our flocks all have done well but, 
frankly, they show the effects of your ab- 
sence. We’ve had to cut corners here, and 
there, simply because your help was miss- 
ing. You couldn’t be in both places, nat- 
urally, so your duty was to stop the enemy 
—and you certainly have made him say 

A great many of you and your buddies 
will return to or take up farming, ranch 
life, breeding and similar occupations. In 
order that you may know of conditions and 
how you may take advantage of the G. I. 
Bill of rights, the American Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Association has conducted an 
exhaustive research. 

We wanted to know just what our agri- 
cultural colleges had to offer in the way 
of training for the pursuits enumerated 
above; whether they were ready to apply 
the provisions of the Bill and what, if any- 
thing, the Government has done to put this 
information into your hands.

3. The Army has done nothing about 
the foregoing for the simple reason 
that the Bill includes ALL educational 
facilities and it would require a library 
as large as a prosecuting attorney’s to 
enumerate the courses available under 
the Bill.

ocean. In the area where Kentucky blue- 
grass prevails bromegrass will provide 
twice the return per acre. It is best suited 
for use in long rotations. From Iowa south 
and westward the “southern type” brome- 
grass has been found much superior to the 
better known northern strains. The south- 
ern type varieties—Lincoln, Fischer and 


Ochenbach—are particularly hardy in thé 
seedling stage and notably more productive 
and aggressive. Bromegrass should always 
be seeded with a legume. If to be used 
primarily for pasture eight pounds of south- 
ern type brome and six to eight pounds of 
alfalfa per acre is suggested. If the ordin- 
ary northern strain of bromegrass is used 
12 pounds per acre is not too much. When 
the mixture is to be harvested for hay for 
a year or two in advance of grazing ten 
pounds of alfalfa and six of southern type 
brome per acre are suggested. Seedings can 
be made either in the early spring or in 
August. August seedings of the southern 
type brome have been particularly success- 
ful giving a full crop of hay or grazing the 
next season. 

The carrying capacity of bluegrass pasture 
can be doubled by establishing stands of le- 
gumes such as sweet clover, red clover, al- 
sike clover, alfalfa and lespedeza in the 
bluegrass. This has been proved by work 
continued through a period of years at dif- 
ferent corn belt states as well as on many 
farms throughout the corn belt. 

The legumes make nitrogen available for 
the grass, greatly stimulating its growth. 
Also, the legumes supply an abundance of 
succulent, nutritious and palatable pasture 
in midsummer when the bluegrass normally 
becomes dormant and unpalatable. A seed- 
ing mixture used extensively has been five 
pounds of sweet clover, three of red clover 
and two of alsike per acre. It is import- 
ant that the bluegrass be given a setback 
and a seedbed prepared. The more thor- 
ough this job the better. The bluegrass 
will come back quickly and in greater 
abundance than ever in spite of the severity 
of treatment. If the soil is acid an applica- 
tion of lime should be made in the fall in 
advance of seeding. The use of two to three 
hundred pounds of superphosphate per acre, 
applied in the spring before seeding, and 
worked in usually has given marked in- 
creases. 

To subdue the grass a disk can be used 


satisfactorily if the grass sod is not too 
heavy. A sub-surface tiller or a spring- 
tooth harrow is particularly well suited. 
Shallow plowing in the early spring has 
given excellent results, plenty of bluegrass 
coming back. Beginning the job in the fall 
has distinct advantages. 

On thin eroded soils from the southern 
Iowa area southward lespedeza has an im- 
portant place in pasture improvement. It 
can be seeded in thin grass stands in the 
late winter or very early spring without 
seedbed preparation, liming and fertilizing. 
Greater production results, however when 
lime and fertilizers are used. Lespedeza 
may well be included in a mixture with the 
other legumes in a renovation program 
where it is adapted. 

Sudan grass seeded between May 1 and 
June 15 at the rate of 15 to 20 pounds per 
acre will be ready to graze in six to eight 
weeks and on fair soil will carry two to 
three mature animals per acre through a 
three-month period. It should not be graz- 
ed before it has reached a height of about 
18 inches if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. 

The mowing of pasture areas to control 
weeds is of the greatest importance. This 
is a practice that can easily be followed on 
any farm but too often is neglected. The 
mowing should be done when the most prev- 
alent. weeds are in the early bud stage of 
growth. Weeds not only interfere with 
grazing but use up a very large proportion 
of the available moisture and plant food on 
many pastures, representing a direct and 
inexcusable loss. | 

Winter rye or winter wheat seeded in the 
late summer at the rate of a bushel and a 
half per acre has its place on many farms, 
extending the pasture period at both ends 
of the season. 

Most live stock farms include hog produc- 
tion in their program. A special seeding of 
Dwarf Essex rape probably will give great- 
er acre returns on most farms than any 
other crop grown. One acre seeded alone 
or with oats early in the spring usually will 
carry 15 to 20 100-pound shoats from June 
until hard freezing weather in the fall. 
When used only for hogs six pounds per 
acre alone is preferred.

E were very shy, but super-saturated 

with a burning desire that day. We 

stopped in to buy the small begin- 
ning of our mighty herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle. If we remember correctly, we were 
not quite sure whether a HEIFER was a 
female STEER, or just another name for a 
COW. After putting up a game fight, and 
confusing the SELLER by calling every- 
thing by its wrong name, we emerged vic- 
torious and the proud owners of three cows 
and a bull. There’s some vague recollection 
about the SELLER stating that these were 
bred cows, but they looked alright to us in 
spite of that. That, my friends, was a great 
day in the cattle-breeding business. 


We immediately set to work on a super- 
human memory course, and_ eventually 
memorized the chain numbers on our cows; 
the whole three of them! It was the long- 
est time before we learned why the bull 
didn’t have a chain number too. Learning 
their pedigree names was too much, even 
for great enthusiasts like us. These were 
busy days for us, now that we were breed- 
ers of fine cattle. Fifteen trips a day to 
the barn yard didn’t seem hardly enough 
care, nor satisfy our desire to just stand 
and admire the brutes. Hadn’t the SELL- 
ERS told us that we should know our stock 
intimately, and be good friends with them? 
Sure they did. The SELLERS knew that 
was a good thing to do, and we were con- 
vinced it was the thing to do, but we were 
positively unable to put that idea across to 
the cows. They shied away like a bashful 
girl, ignoring our fond, though feeble at- 
tempt at caressing them. Our first big 
problem was now evident. How could we 
ever become famous breeders if we couldn’t 
even get close enough to our cows to read 
their chain numbers; we knew we would 
never be able to tell them apart in any other 
way. 

Remembering how the SELLERS had 
handled their cattle in a nice, easy and ex- 
perienced manner, we came to a hasty con- 
clusion. Yes, it was right here and now 
that we began to think of the SELLERS 
and all other OLD BREEDERS as MAST-

- unrecorded bulls. Whether this rule 
was later discontinued or not I have 
not had the time to look up, but. if 
not, how many of us have lived up to 
it? I haven’t. But this is a long 
way off the subject, yet it does touch 
on another problem that is causing 
considerable thought and reveals a 
rule that I had not before seen, but 
one that I believe from reading was 
applicable only to those recorded in 
Volume TWO. 

Getting back to the subject of prop- 
er naming. I am a great believer in 
the value of the “family” in assisting 
in the breeder’s planning, and believe 
that in the various herds it asserts 
the greatest influence in promoting 
their uniformity; not however to the 
extent some assert, that it is a char- 
acteristic that will hold good through- 
out the breed, but that it should be 
so recognized and be the guiding fac- 
tor in the selection of all names. It 
is, however, one that from year to year con- 
stantly changes, not as some unthinking 
breeders try to have you believe, but in an 
effort to give recognition to the improve- 
ment of the breed, and to the breeders of 
outstanding animals, or animals whose rec- 
ord as producers are deserving of such 


_ recognition. 


e are now at the gateway of a new 
era for all of us, with the prospective early 
return of the millions of our boys from the 
armed forces, thousands of whom will 
probably in the future engage in the pro- 
duction and improvement of our breed. The 
return of the state and national shows will 
bring forth the animals from which the 
popular strains or families of the future 
will derive their names, and thus the pub- 
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lic of that day will reward their efforts as 
they do those breeders whose strains are 
today popular. This, we must realize will 
necessarily mean “not new families”, but 
new sub-branches of what are probably now 
our popular strains, for I know of no breed- 
er who has made an outstanding record who 
did not originally start with cattle of merit 
as individuals and blood lines that insured 
their ability to maintain that merit. Ani- 


mals without this constructive background 
in their production, who have won, have 
almost without exception been failures later 
as breed improvers. 

In these foregoing paragraphs I have en- 
deavored to explain my ideas as to the rea- 
sons why constant use of new names should 
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be accorded our productions. If the ani- 
mals do not. have merit to appeal to the 
public it makes them worth no more than 
if they had any other name, however it can 
do the producer no harm and it does mater- 
ially assist the new breeder to distinguish 
the strains that have been the more success- 
ful or a failure in the individual breeder’s 
herd. During a year’s time, I probably 
name for our local breeders several hundred 
head of cattle. No hard and set rule can be 
followed. In case of those who use “farm 
names” they, with the family names, are 
almost invariably used. For those who do 
not have farm names a short catchy name 
combining that of the sire and dam, or the 
families they represent, or a combination 
of the two is usually invented. As to bulls,

we seldom use farm names, as I believe it 
best as far as possible, for every bull to 
have a name distinctly his own, with, of 
course, use of either the family or sire’s 
side used to establish his background. 

Few breeders can long remember the 
various numbers applied to animals where 
a common name is long used, and the 
similarity of names is contusing. If all ani- 
mals of such names were of top quality and 
outstanding producers, they would certain- 
ly be a strain worthy of such recognition 
but all too often I have heard them referred 
to as a whole, condemning them for the 
faults of some inferior animals who were 
failures in the herds to which they were 
introduced. Once a man is sent to jail it is 
hard for him or his family to outgrow it. 

As an example of the constant changing 
of practice in naming, in Volume ONE 
there were recorded ten animals bear- 
ing the name Blackbird, four bearing 
the name Blackcap with various num- 
bers or farm names. Ten used the name 
Erica, with similar additions to the 
name. Mr. A. McHenry whose 
name will go down in Aberdeen-Angus 
history as probably its most successful 
breeder in the early years of this cen- 
tury, and who had in his herd both 
Blackbirds and Blackcaps and had had 
them since the early nineties did not 
distinguish between them in naming his 
cattle until over eighty females of these 
strains had been recorded. The first 
time that Blackcap was used, was in 
the recording of Blackcap McHenry 
84th 138378. Her dam was recorded as 
Blackbird McHenry 49th 61875. This 
was permissible as Blackcap was a 
granddaughter of Blackbird of Corskie; 
so all Blackcaps could be called Black- 
birds but no animals could use the 
name Blackcap if they did not descend 
through the cow’ Blackcap. If the 
Blackcaps had not created records that 
made them worthy of such recognition 
no value would have come from such a 
distinguishing change in names. 


Today, because of records since 
created we have such popular sub- 
branches of these McHenry Blackcaps 
as, the Blackcap Bessies, the Blackcap 
Empress, Blackcap Lady, and other 
branches bearing their names in con- 
tinuance in the various herds they are 
found. If they do not meet with your 
approval the naming has done no harm, 
but it is a distinct advantage in assist- 
ing you in the study of a pedigree. Mr. 
M. A. Judy another breeder of the same 
era as Mr. McHenry who produced 
numerous famous winners of their 
time, from the first distinguished in 
his naming of his Blackbirds and Blackcaps, 
using the family name with succeeding 
numbers. 

As to the early Ericas I can remember in 
the early 1900’s when there was but little 
tendency to distinguish between the various 
strains. An Erica was an Erica and was so 
named. As they increased in numbers and 
certain strains created superior show yard 
records they were so designated, thus we 
had first the Enchantress, and Eisas, nam- 
ed after daughters of Erica, whose descen- 
dants became more popular than those of 
other daughters of Erica, and their names 
were perpetuated in the naming of their 
descendants. Elba, a descendant of En- 
chantress, was regarded as the outstanding

O, Williams, on the opposite page, thinks that Aber- 

deen-Angus enjoy themselves immensely in the tropics, 

eh? Well who wouldn’t enjoy themselves in Florida? 
Up here in God’s country it’s a different story. Nature 
sometimes is pretty harsh and it takes a sturdy individual 
to withstand our winters—man or beast. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed is not an animal that has 
to be acclimated as is the case among human beings and 
some beef cattle. Four hundred years of breeding from 
the original, rugged seed stock of Scotland has given us 
an animal that can take it. It has to for the temperatures 
up here in the winter often hit fifty below zero and snow 
falls to great depths. 

Perhaps thirty-five years of experience in handling 
beef cattle of all breeds has taught me a few things. 
About the most outstanding of these is that ABERDEEN- 
ANGUS STAND COLD WEATHER BETTER THAN 
ANY OTHER BREED. 


Heather Brook farm, which was founded by my father 
in 1910, now comprises 4500 acres on which we have 500 
Blacks at the moment plus 750 calves. Our cattle stay 
outside the year round—so no better test of their rugged- 
ness could be made. The Blacks stay in better condition, 
too, on the same feed than do the other breeds. When I 
get Black calves from the other ranches up here they al- 
ways weigh more on the average. 

In 1912 we purchased four head of Aberdeen-Angus 
cows. They were Blackbird 65th, Jilt 51st, one Zara and 
one Pride. We also bought the bull Black Ito. Then in 
1918 we liked ’em so well I began to get ideas. One day while I 
was in town I bought myself a new pair of overalls, a jacket and 
a cap. When I got home my wife saw me all duded up and asked 
me what I was up to. I tried to stall around for a few minutes and 
then I told her. I had gotten all dressed up to call on a banker and 
I had an idea that I was going to buy a lot of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle from J. D. McGregor, at Brandon. She looked at me sorta 
funny and said: 

“Sam, you’re nuts.” 

She meant, of course, I was nuts to buy a lot of cattle on 
credit, not that I was nuts to buy them from McGregor. Then I 
told her that the banker had agreed to stake me to $12,000.00 to 
make the deal. 

“Now I KNOW yovw’re crazy,” she told me. “But go ahead, 
get it over with.” So I and the new clothes hopped the train for 
Brandon. From that day on I was a breeder.

Next morning Ken McGregor and Ed Harte took me out to 
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Glencarnock. Talk about cold, I damn near froze. Temperature wa 


around fifty below zero. The air was so thick you could cut} 
with a knife.

sents problems unknown to other sections of the country. The 

larger ranges are either in the pine forest, the cutover stump 
lands or the low marsh lands around the rivers and lakes. These 
marsh lands are about one-half covered with a heavy growth of 
cypress and other timber which protects the grass from frost and 
is classed as good winter pasture. These are also excellent pastures 
during severe drouth. 

The marsh in this section can be diked and drained and when 
improved makes excellent pasture. During the rainy seasons the 
up-land, pine and stump pasture affords the best grazing for 
cattle. 
Within the past ten years it has been learned that by chopping 
up the wild grasses and palmettos and planting improved grasses 
such as carpet, bahai, bermuda, etc., and applying phosphates and 
lime stone that some very good pastures can be developed and 
many thousands of acres of pasture are now being improved each 


Ts raising of cattle in a sub-tropical climate naturally pre- 


year. 

With the introduction of better pastures in Florida came the 
desire to raise better beef. This is also done by using registered 
bulls of different breeds on the native cattle and a great many 
Brahma bulls have been put on the Florida ranges and quite a 
number of Brahma pure bred herds have been established in this 
state. Due to its peculiar characteristics the Brahma cattle have 
sweat glands in the hide which makes it practically free of sub- 
tropical parasites but it also produces an animal that is high off 
the ground, has a very long neck and heavy horns and an animal 
that is wild by nature. 

Most progressive cattlemen now see the need of a cross of one 
of the British breeds and a few of them have made some very 
extensive, practical experiments to determine the best of the three 
British breeds for cross breeding range cattle. The result of these 
experiments is probably best answered at the live stock auctions 
where the black Aberdeen-Angus hornless calves do not fail to 
bring the top prices. 

_ The ability of the Aberdeen-Angus breed to adapt itself to 
this sub-tropical climate has been proven beyond any question of 
a doubt. Of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle that are shipped into south 
Florida from the northern states about one-third of them will show 
some discomfort during the first summer but by the second sum- 
mer they have shed their heavy coat to one of short sleek hair and 
do not seem to notice the heavy humid atmosphere any more than 
do the native cows. I had occasion two months ago to really de- 
termine the Aberdeen-Angus cows endurance under extreme con- 
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ditions when we were having a heavy, prolonged drouth 
and the weather was exceptionally warm. I had two 1500 
pound highly finished bulls in a one acre lot beside my 
house and for some reason they decided to fight. During 
most of the time for the next three days and two nights 
these bulls, very evenly matched, fought and pushed each 
other until they had entirely plowed up this one acre track. 
Many people stopped by and watched them and neither 
of these bulls showed any signs of exhaustion or discom- 
fort from the hot weather we were having at that time 
although they did drink a considerable amount of water. 
I was asked many times whether I thought a Brahma or 
a crossbreed could stand to fight that long if they were as 
fat as these bulls were and my answer to all of them was 
that no one would ever know because I do not believe they 
could ever get a Brahma cross as fat as those bulls are. 

Five years ago there were about twenty-five herds of 
registered cattle in Florida, today there are 185 herds with 
many thousands of acres of pasture being improved each 
year which shows the trend of the cattle men in Florida 
toward raising better beef by buying better bulls and if 
Aberdeen-Angus are to keep up with this movement we 
are going to have to improve our pastures and also our 
breeding stock so that when we sell a range cowman a 
bull that bull will do his job well and increase the demand 
for Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 

The breeding and raising of Aberdeen-Angus calves 
here have a decided advantage over any other breed due 
to the fact that the chief concern with our calves is to 
protect them from screw worms which breed and multiply 
very rapidly when the screw worm fly can find a drop of 
blood or two in which to lay its eggs. Aberdeen-Angus 
calves being very small at birth causes little or no trouble and 
being docile by disposition they do not seem to get skinned up as 
bad therefore do not invite as many breeding places for screw 
worm. 

In raising these calves, with no sub-tropical experience to be 
guided by, I have my cows with calves divided into four different 
pastures and each group is cared for and fed in a different man- 
ner. Some are on native wild grass with free access to mineral 
boxes until weaned at eight months. Another group is on carpet 
grass with access to mineral boxes while another group was on 
Bermuda grass and the cows were fed three pounds of grain per 
day and about five pounds of Kansas prairie hay per day. The 
fourth group is on carpet grass with the cows receiving five pounds 
of grain per day and five pounds of Kansas prairie hay and the 
calves being given an average of three pounds of grain per day. 
This latter group of calves, I believe, will compare favorably with 
any group of calves in the corn belt. 

After these calves have been weaned they will be divided into 
two groups and placed in carpet and Bermuda grass pastures and 
the other groups in a fertilized pasture. Last week I sold eleven 
heifers that had been on the fertilized pasture about eight months 
with no grain whatever and they were as fat as any heifers I have 
ever seen in a red clover or blue grass pasture. At the present time 
there are thirty-nine herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Florida 
and our cattle can graze on pasture most of the year but these 
pastures, in order to raise top cattle, must be planted to good grass 
and by using fertilizer build up the food value of these grasses. 
I also see the same mistakes made here as in many parts of the 
country, that of putting too many cattle on 100 acres of pasture 
land. That keeps the grass cut too close. 

Of the first fifty-five cows to. drop calves only three failed to 
give sufficient milk for their calves and these were young heifers. 
Some of my cows are heavy milkers which is something hard to 
find among beef cattle in south Florida. 

I think too many people see a herd of good cattle and think 
that they are all show cattle regardless of how they are cared for. 
When they do not turn out to be show cattle they become discour- 
aged with them although they may have been on poor pasture with 
little or no attention. I have learned that a little attention plus 
a good pasture and feed in a calf creep will raise calves that will 
make people stop and ask about those short-legged, thick calves. 

Our pasture runs for a mile along U. S. Highway 17, four 
miles south of Bartow and is crossfenced. We try to have some- 
thing close to the road that will attract attention. We have many 
people stop to look and ask about “Those Big Blacks.” A number

WP RENE, will you come help us save this little calf,’”’ was my 
Valentine greeting on the morning of February 14, 1931. John 
was at the back door with a very weak, cold calf, with just 

a spark of life in its body. It was the first calf of the fat show 

cow, Maple River Erianna 6th. We wrapped the calf in warm 

blankets and put hot-water bottles around her, then warmed milk 
with a little whiskey in it and fed her a few tea-spoons full. For 
several hours we were very anxious but by night the calf could 
raise its head so was taken to the barn and we tried to get her to 
nurse her mother but she was too weak. The next day it was the 
same story—she just didn’t seem to want to live; would just fall 
in a heap when put on her feet.

Purdue University

The first grand champion came early in 
Purdue’s show ring career. Fyvie Knight, 
after winning second in class, was made 
grand champion of the 1908 show, by a dif- 
ferent judge. He seemed to be a popular 
champion as judged by the applause when 
the award was made. That was my first 
visit to the International and my judgment 
on this point might have been immature. 

The second grand champion was Fyvie 
Knight 2d in 1918. He was given that name 
because his dam was a full sister to Fyvie 
Knight the first grand champion 
for Purdue. And it might be of 
interest to the younger generation 
to mention that his carcass was 
served at the First World War 
Peace Conference held in Paris a 
short time later. 


The third Aberdeen-Angus steer 
to win highest honors was Black 
Ruler. This 1920 winner was a 
very popular champion and was 
considered by many good 
judges as the most nearly 
perfect steer exhibited up 
to that time. Certainly no 
steer ever went through 
the ring with seemingly 
less trouble from the com- 
petition. The last “black” 
to win for Purdue was _ Loyal 
Alumnus 4th not a pure bred, but 
certainly the Aberdeen - Angus 
breed should be given maximum 
credit in his production. He was 
sired by an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
and to the casual observer was Ab- 
erdeen-Angus in many of his char- 
acteristics; color, head, general conforma- 
tion and smoothness. It at least demon- 
strates the value of the breed in cross- 
breeding. 


In addition to these grand champions 
Purdue has, of course, shown many breed 
champions, weight champions and other 
prize winners all down the line. Neither 
time, space nor interest would justify a de- 
tailed tabulation in this article. Suffice it is 
to say that we throughout the years have un- 
doubtedly received all we deserved.

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BREEDING POLICIES 


It has been the practice on Purdue Farm, 
with all of the breeds of live stock, to select 
a few good foundation females; breed them 
to the best sires we could afford to buy; 
save the best daughters to increase and im- 
prove the breeding herds and flocks; and to 
show steers, barrows and wethers at one 
show—The “International.” There have been 
some variations from this rule. In recent 
years we have saved some of the best bull 
calves, selling some to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders and using others in our own herd. 


Our breeding policy can probably best be 
illustrated in so far as our Aberdeen-Angus 
herd is concerned with the Eulima family. 
On May 2, 1906 Dean J. H. Skinner, then 
head of the Animal Husbandry Department, 
purchased, for $700.00, Eulima 17th 78012 
from Mr. F. C. Fleming, of West Lebanon, 
Indiana. Today sixty percent of all the fe- 
males in the herd are descendants of that 
foundation cow.

HE foregoing statement featured an 
address by M. F. Grimes, Assistant 
Secretary of the American Aberdeen- 

Angus Breeders’ Association, before a crowd 
at the first field day sponsored by the lowa 
Southern Association. The event was held 
on the spacious lawns of Dr. C. R. Harken’s 
farm at Osceola. 


Visitors not only saw a most revealing 
demonstration given by Mr. Grimes but also 
had an opportunity to render their own 
judgment. on several classes of Blacks, 
supervised by Mr. Grimes and Dean H. H. 
Kildee, of Iowa State College. 


It was Mr. Grimes’ first visit to this sec- 
tion of Iowa for the purpose of conducting 
a type demonstration. An attentive crowd 
hung on his words as he went over the ani- 
mal, point by point, showing why the Aber- 
deen-Angus carcass is the Premier of the 
beef world. His statement, “The Blacks 
have made Good”, can not be doubted by 
anyone familiar with the records. It is 
hoped that Mr. Grimes will find time to at- 
tend many future field days in this area, 
and conduct more of these good type 
demonstrations. 


Now for a word about Dr. Harken’s 
breeding establishment. This plant, where 
Dr. Harken has developed a magnificient 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus, is outstanding. 
Most of the larger buildings are of brick 
construction, including his unique combina- 
tion barn and show ampitheatre. This is so 
constructed that, within three hours, it can 
be converted from a large, cool barn into a 
splendid show pavilion. The iron stanch- 
ions may be removed to form a large ring, 
well paved and very efficiently lighted. A 
mezzanine runs clear around the huge 
arena, thus permitting 1200 persons to sit 
and view a show or sale. 


The entire plant bespeaks efficiency. 
Much study by experts was made before 
construction and carried out in great de- 


tail. One gets the impression that the 
whole plant has been gone over daily with 
comb, brush and wash bucket—it is that 
immaculate. The good physician is even 
considering fixing up a landing field in the 
heart of his farm. Truly this is a progres- 
sive breeding establishment that is keeping 
abreast of the times.

Aerial photos recently revealed that mid- 
dle western corn fields are not all that 
could be desired. From the road they seem 
to be doing nicely, (provided the frost is a

few days later than normally due) but 
when studied from the air it is discovered 
that huge bare spots exist, as a result of 
the seed or young plants having been 
“drowned” by the excessive rainfall. 

Pictures of crowds at. Field Days will be 
most interesting when shot with a telephoto 
lens which brings the subject closer. Many 
other usages doubtless will be found. 

The JOURNAL now is the best equipped 
publication of its kind to serve its readers 
with photographs. A new laboratory has 
been installed at the Webster City plant to 
handle the films from a new ultra high- 
speed newspaper camera which should be 
delivered momentarily. This model is equip- 
ped to take pictures in color of professional 
quality. Tests made with it were just about. 
the last word in this art. 

A standard motion picture machine and 


two candid cameras round out the equip- 


ment. With the movie camera it is intended 
to develop a library of subjects of interest 
to laymen, breeders and youngsters 
alike. These will include type 
demonstrations, judging and many 
other activities of absorbing interest, 
such as shows, sales and demonstra- 
tions. 

There is another neat little 
thingumagig on the market. We are 
looking into its possibilities. It is 
the wire recorder. With this com- 
pact little outfit many startling in- 
novations could be recorded for jour- 
nalistic purposes. They do say that 
the thing will run for hours— 
Hosannah, now we can record ALL 
of these Field Day or pre-sale 
speeches—if you are _ interested. 
Joking aside, though, this remark- 
able invention can be of great value 
in bringing to groups or conventions 
various material of interest to every- 
one in our industry. 

We haven’t harnessed uranium 
yet so that it will pull a plow but 
your JOURNAL intends to be at 
least one jump ahead of others in 
the use of modern equipment and to 
maintain its position as the foremost 
breed paper in America.

Aberdeen-Angus Association holds First Show in Delaware 


N spite of torrential rains which swamp- 

ed the show pavilion, to say nothing of 

the entire Eastern Shore, the first Aber- 
deen-Angus show ever to be held in Dela- 
ware or on the Eastern Shore, was an out- 
standing success. 

Sponsored by the Eastern Shore Aber- 
deen-Angus Association in cooperation with 
the Kent and Sussex Fair Association, the 
show was held at Harrington, Delaware, 
during the week of July 23d. About $800.00 
of prize money was put up by the Fair As- 
sociation, the Eastern Shore Association 
adding a special class for 4-H and FFA 
club members and a handsome Challenge 
Trophy carrying with it a permanent 
memento for the annual winner. 

Ravenswood, Galena, Maryland, swept the 
show, winning twelve firsts, seven seconds 
and three thirds, in addition to grand and 
reserve championships for both sexes and 
the Challenge Trophy for supreme grand 
champion of the show. Grand champion 
award in the steer classes was won by Le- 
roy Johnson, Princess Anne, Maryland 
Chapter FFA with a fine animal bred by 
Andelot and sired by Andelot Midictor. 

However, judging was by no means as 
easy as the above might indicate. Professor 
Livesay, of West Virginia, found himself, at 
times, faced with what, in Eastern Shore 
parlance, is called a “tight” job of judging. 
Cremona (Mechanicsville, Maryland), 
Churn Creek (Worton, Maryland), Wimber- 
ley (Princess Anne, Maryland) and Kirk- 
land Hall (Easton, Maryland) gave Ravens- 
wood a run for its money.

is said his cattle are “always ready” or they 
are in “full bloom”, when he parades them 
under the critical eye of the judge and the 
Cattle, so presented, command the 
attention and careful consideration of all 
who see them. Much has been written about 
the proper conformation, breeding, fitting, 


and training of beef cattle, 
but the job is not complete 
until the animal is dressed 
in his “Sunday Best” clothes 
—we call it’ grooming. 

Cattle, to grow the most 
attractive coat, should be 
kept in a clean, well bedded, 
darkened stall, out of the 
sunshine during the day, and 
turned out at night. The hide 
and hair must be kept clean, 
which necessitates washing 
often. Any good castile soap 
which lathers abundantly, 
and still is not harsh, serves 
the purpose. Wash them all 
over—do a thorough job—be 
sure to get the head and 
belly clean. After washing, 
rinse out all the soap with 
clean water. This should be 
followed with a weak solu- 
tion of dip to soften the hair 
and destroy parasites. 

Lousy cattle will rub off 
patches of hair, and mar 
their appearance. (The use 
of rotone is very good for 
the control of lice and cat- 
tle grubs.) After rinsing 
with the dip solution, work

out the excess water by holding 
the back of a Scotch comb against 
the body and pulling down.

«occ of the meat produced for the table 
gr been found. USDA men say that 
the term “early maturity has a very 
definite value in determining the tenderness 
of meat. Generally speaking rapid growth 
from calfhood to marketable age means a 
tender product; a slower doing animal is 
likely to produce a product which will fall 
down in palatability tests. A test was made 
on the offspring of two sires of the same 
breed (not Angus) to determine the chemi- 
cal differences in the meat produced. Using 
extremes in type it was found that the dif- 
ference in breeding could make 12 per cent 
difference in moisture content of the meat; 
93 per cent difference in fat content; 14 
per cent difference in protein and 7 per 
cent variation in ash. 

In the last four years a good many people 
have been led to believe that grass beef 
could be as tasty as the best corn belt pro- 
duct. But grain feeding does produce a more 
tender product. Shearing tests on cuts 
from steers which were half brothers but 
handled on different rations showed that 
grass beef could be 15 per cent tougher 
than beef from steers that had a full feed 
of corn and protein. 

It won’t be long before the nation’s beef 
marketing will again be on a strictly merit 
basis. Mere poundage will not be enough 
to get the top dollar and the highest net 
return. The nation is half-starved for the 
taste of good beef. Here the answer is, of 
course, the Angus steer. Tops in early ma- 
turity and marbeling of fat and lean the 
Blocky Black is tops in producing a tasty 
roast or steak. Keeping up the standards 
of the product, and in sufficient volume 
for the top end of the beef trade, is a good 
sized peace-time order.

He has 
further found that Angus are good doers, 
seldom go off feed. “Good Angus steers do 
better in the feedlot, by a wide margin, 
than those of other breeds. They are con- 
sistent, not finicky, eaters. I believe this 
can be attributed almost entirely to their 
contented frame of mind. They are a lot 
like a human being who is satisfied in his 
own mind and on good terms with the world. 
Such a person naturally has a healthy body, 
too, and does well on his feed. All of the 
Angus calves I’ve ever handled have been 
as contented as young puppy dogs, and 
petting them a little now and then is like 
putting money in the bank. They respond

Back * 
to Grass 


Fully 90 per cent of the farm land of the 
United States is today in need of rest and 
rehabilitation as a result of over-use, is the 
conclusion drawn by the Soil Conservation 
Service after a three-year national survey. 
Use of animal and mineral fertilizer, plus 
grass and legume crops, is needed to put 
this nearly 1 billion acres back into top 
condition. 

The SCS estimates that of this 1 billion 
acre total 48 million acres now under culti- 
vation should be retired permanently into 
grass or forest production. There are 487 
million acres now under cultivation that 
need a better rotation system to restore 
fertility and top soil, the SCS estimates. 
This is good type farm land, not especially 
subject to erosion, but land which has been 
used hard during the war years. There are 
155 million acres of land which, because of 
its typography, should be put in grass and 
devoted to row crops only in seven or eight 
years; there are 382 million acres of dry, 
erodable land now farmed part of the time 
that should be used for grass except in rare 
cases. It is interesting to note that the

Today's Sulject: Selection, Preparation, and Presentation 


By JOHN B. BROWN

HE selection of sale cattle depends 

largely on whether you are just culling 

your herd or want to have a top con- 
signment of good cattle. First, I would 
say, if you have any culls either sell them 
on the market or at 
private sale. There is 
always someone that 
will buy inferior ani- 
mals at a cheap price 
at private sale and this 
kind will hurt your 
reputation and average 
when put into a sale. 
As a rule they will not 
pay for the necessary 
sales expense required. 

Select a uniform 
bunch of useful cattle. 
The most _ profitable 
age at which to sell 
them is young cattle— 
under two years old. It 
is a good plan to have 
a few cows with calves 
but as a rule they don’t sell as well com- 
pared to young heifers unless it is a dis- 
persion sale. 

In a dispersion sale one knows that the 
best are being sold while in a draft sale it 
is expected that the owner will keep his 
best cows but sell the heifers from these 
cows. 


Never offer cattle that are doubtful in 
any way as to test or breeding ability. In 
selecting them for sale choose more than 
you expect to sell, allowing for a few that 
may be cut out if they do not do well or 
that fail to test properly. 

Start to feed early when fitting these ani- 
mals—three, four or even six months prior 
to the salee GET THEM IN GOOD CON- 
DITION. While a lot of buyers will say 
that they don’t want them fat they will, 
nevertheless, pay more for them if they are 
fat. Groups can be fed in feed bunks in a 
yard until about a month or six weeks prior 
to the sale. They should then be tied up 
and broken to the halter so that they will 
lead and pose. KEEP THEM TIED UP. I 
have found that leading them to water is 
the best way to train them to lead as they 
have something to look forward to. They 
will soon learn what it is all about so that 
they may be led to water and returned 
easily. This is a much better way than 
merely taking them out and trying to force 
them to lead. DON’T EVER FORCE THEM 
IF THEY ARE STUBBORN. Give them 
time to understand. Get behind and drive 
them, meanwhile holding on to the halter. 
DON’T LOSE YOUR TEMPER. Under no 
circumstances should Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle be whipped. Patience does it. Take it 
easy and you will be rewarded. If you have

of Cattle for Sale

ELECTION of sale cattle is very im- 

portant because the consignment sale, 

with which I am most familiar, serves 
as a show window for the herd back home. 
I know that we can not continue to sell the 
tops in our herd and continue breeding, but 
neither can we sell the tail end and expect 
repeat customers or gain their admiration 
as a breeder of good cattle. 

In regard to age, I like animals that are 
past one year of age, properly bred and safe 
in calf, providing the bull to which they are 
bred is an outstanding, good breeding bull. 
If the cattle are beyond five years of age, 
then I like cows with calves by side and 
bred back, in order to give the buyer a 
three-in-one combination. The animals 
should be of a fair value. To consign a 
$150.00 animal to a sale—the expenses of 
which include advertising, catalogs, auc- 
tioneer, stall rent, freight, expense of at- 
tendant, etc., are $50.00 or more per head— 
is obviously a poor policy. This type of 
animal should be sold at private treaty or 
kept at home. 

Cattle selected for sale should be selected 
six months or one year prior to the date of 
the sale, in order that the preparation and 
presentation may be completed. We like to 
start conditioning our cattle a year ahead of 
the sale, not necessarily to get them hog 
fat, with a lot of corn, but to get the cattle 
into a good condition, carrying a fair 
amount of flesh and showing a good hair 
coat. 

Buyers will tell you that they do not wish 
to buy fat cattle in a sale but invariably 
the cattle that are fat nearly always bring 
the highest prices. Another important item 
is to have the cattle well broke to lead and 
to stand so that they show to an advan- 
tage. Care should be given to see that the 
animal has plenty of exercise and also a 
well balanced ration, particularly if she is 
carrying a calf, in order that the calf may 
be normal at birth. Most cattle fitted for 
sale need their feet trimmed, which should 
be done once or twice prior to the date of 
auction. 

In the presentation of sale cattle, I can 
see no advantage to a long written discus- 
sion as to the type of animal offered, in the 
foot notes, however I do see an advantage to 
facts, which include the show winnings of 
the animal or show winnings of its sire and 
dam. Be sure that the breeding date is cor- 
rect, and that as few changes as possible 
have to be made in the facts written in the 
catalog the day of the sale. The cattle 
themselves should be washed, well groomed 
and have a good show tonic applied to the

That is why Mr. McMullan and Jimmie 
made a trip to Dandridge, Tennessee, to 
look over the progeny of Perinthian, 
q sire that had been bought in Scot- 
land and brought to Tennessee at an fy 
outlay of $30,000.00, and the 1920 
International grand champion; also 
to look over the progeny of Idolmere 
the grand champion of the 1919 In- 
ternational Live Stock show. 

They brought back a fine bull and 
three heifers. Those who have at- 
tended the F. F. A. live stock show 
at the State Exposition at Macon, 
have seen this bull and know that 
he was awarded the grand cham- 
pionship. . 

Jimmie’s father was anxious that 
his son’s project should grow as 
rapidly as possible, and was willing 
to back him in the purchase of three 
more pure bred heifers and three 
cows from the Tennessee farm; also 
the purchase of two pure bred cows 
and two heifers from the Modena 
farms near Savannah, and excellent 
grade animals from Georgia and 
North Carolina. 

Thus Jimmie’s home project grew. 
It was still regarded as Jimmie’s

project. And then his father died in 1939 
and the project became Jimmie’s sole 
responsibility. Jimmie has gone right along 
building his herd and he has already met 
and solved many of the problems that have 
arisen.

One of the top bulls is Blackbeard of 
Modena 556231, purchased from the Modena 
Plantation, Isle of Hope, Savannah, Georgia.

F. F. A. members to be fed out for fat cat- 
tle shows. Steers purchased from the 
Johnson herd continue to win top honors at 
many shows over Georgia. For the past 
several years the Johnson Brothers have

Entries have won high 
honors. One top heifer sold for ap-

GOOD PASTURE 


One of the fundamentals of suc- 
cess with beef animals is plenty of 
good pasture. Jimmie has it. Along 
the Oconee river are 210 acres of 
excellent pasture land growing a 
combination of bermuda grass, les- 
pedeza, dallis grass, white Dutch 
clover, hop clover and other desir- 
able pasture plants. The pasture 
grass grows so rapidly that it has 
to be clipped occasionally during the 
growing season. 


Winter feed consists of lespedeza 
hay, harvested after oats with which 
it grew; Kudzu hay, sorghum silage 
and cottonseed meal. The silo is of 
the trench type. Winter grazing is

Think of it! Twenty-three calves, fifteen 
heifers and eight bulls, in twenty-five years. 
Black Ida 6th dropped a calf EVER

Earl O. Kessler, of Creston, Iowa, entered 
Evanoff K, 2d 444999, which was fifteen 
years old on July 22d. She, too, has drop- 
ped a calf each year since 1933, deliver- 
ing twins in 1939. Thus she has mothered, 
nine heifer and five bull calves which have 
done well. The old cow herself is in very 
fine condition, according to Mr. Kessler, and 
apparently will continue to produce for a 
long time. Her first heifer has already 
produced eleven calves and her second 
daughter has dropped ten calves so here is 
a matron that no doubt will set future rec- 
ords for long life and a high production. 

Don J. Keonighain, of Williamsburg, 
Iowa, has entered Ebbu 2d 416587 which is 
seventeen years old, being calved April 4, 
1928, This good creature, whom Mr. 
Koenighain purchased from the late Charles 
E. Lawler, in 1941, has had some splendid 
daughters, One of these, Envoy’s Ebbu 
492415, has raised some outstanding calves, 
among them being Yorkside Envoy’s Ebbu 
2d 809880, which was the grand champion- 
ship heifer at the Iowa County 4-H show 
this year. Other daughters and grand- 
daughters of Ebbu 2d, are doing well and 
proving to be top producers. 
nother Missouri entry is that of Mrs. 
W. A. Stewart, of Tina, who has entered 
Pride of Rosemere 159th 414189 which was 
eighteen years old on August 27th. This 
ine animal was bred by Congdon & Battles, 
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years ago. Mrs. Stewart reports that Pride 
of Rosemere 159th has produced a calf 
EVERY year since reaching her new home 
and that they are outstanding calves. Every 
time she drops a calf it is worth two or 
three times as much as the mother would 
bring on the market. Another calf is due 
in the spring. 

Mr. C. A. Murphey, of Atlanta, Georgia, 
has sent in the names of three cows with 
records of which he is very proud. Elite 
C. 7th 455456, is fourteen years old, being 
calved May 13, 1931, and Blackbird M. 39th 
406094 which was calved November 23, 
1926, and there, is nineteen years old. Both 
of these cows are going strong and contin- 
uing to be perfect producers. 

The third entry of Mr. Murphey is Elba 
Marshall 3d 411178 which was calved June 
6, 1926, and is, therefore, nineteen years 
old and a few months older than Blackbird 
M. 39th. Of her, Mr. Murphey writes: 


“Her dam was Elborea 7th 160860 and 
she was sired by Earl Marshall 183780. I 
think she is.one of the only few daughters 
of old Earl Marshall left in the country. 
She is still going strong and is in excellent 
condition but is a slow breeder due to her 
age. She was bred by C. H. Wegand, of 
Greene, Iowa.

at my farm. The first one was dropped in 
November, 1941, and was a heifer sired by 
Blackeap Cle 549980. Another heifer, sired 
by Kilted Knight of Wickwire 646650, was 
dropped in May 1943. The last calf, a bull, 
was born in June of this year being sired by 
Buckeye’s Erian B. 753170. This bull calf 
is by far the best calf that has ever been 
dropped on my farm and I believe that he 
is going to be a real herd sire. On his sire’s 
side, he is a grandson of Envious Blackcap 
B. 6th, the bull used by Ravenswood Farms, 
Several months ago I noticed in the JOUR- 
NAL where a half sister to my old cow 
sold in one of the Iowa sales with calf at 
foot and I believe that she topped the sale. 
I expect to get two or three more calves 
from this grand old cow.” 

So we have a good start to prove that our 
Blacks are the longest living of the beef 
breeds and that they excel as producers. 

As nineteen years of age now tops the 
list, it would appear that all entries under 
that span of life would not have a chance 
of winning. That is true, nevertheless the 
JOURNAL will publish the records of any 
outstanding animal in the older brackets, 
regardless of age, just to show how prolific 
our Doddies are.

(Editor’s Note: In response to a nation-wide 
demand, the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association, in cooperation with the Aber- 
deen-Angus JOURNAL presents herewith the 
most outstanding work on this subject. It is 
hoped that the material again may be published 
as a book when conditions are propitious.) 


J. H. Smeltzer, owner of Clover Nook 
farm, Marion, established his present herd 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
1918, with two foundation cows; a Pride 
carrying the blood of Black Woodlawn on 
both sire and dam’s side in fourth genera- 
tion and a Coquette carrying the blood of 
Lucy’s Prince on sire’s side in third gener- 
ation. He has never added any females to 
the herd from outside sources; all now be- 
ing of his own breeding. He has sold many 
breeding cattle at private sale; never had 
but one public sale, that in 1935, when he 
sold forty head of cows and heifers. The 
herd at this time consists of about fifty 
head. 

Mr. Smeltzer has used the following 
bulls: first, Scioto Quester 5th a grandson 
of Oakville Quiet Lad, 1910 International 
grand champion. Second, Quincy of Xenia 
carrying Heatherman 2d blood in third gen- 
eration and Lucy’s Prince in fourth gener- 
ation. Third, Cedar Dell Bion, a good breed- 
ing bull that sired the first prize junior 
yearling at Cleveland. Fourth, Cedar Dell 
Blackbird T. a grandson of Blackcap Revo- 
lution. He has a number of cows in the 
herd sired by this bull. He also sired two 
grand champion steers at Cleveland and a 
reserve champion. Fifth, Blackcap Marshall 
B. 4th, a grandson of Earl Marshall, a num- 
ber of whose daughters are in the herd. The 
sixth and present senior herd bull is 
Stroop’s Glencarnock Revolution, a grand- 
son of Earl Marshall. His dam was by 
Blackcap Revolution. Seventh and junior 
herd bull is Eline 11th Marshall, a line-bred 
Earl Marshall on sire’s side and Ballindal- 
loch, Oakville Quiet Lad and Eline of Bal- 
moral breeding on dam’s side. 

The Alpha Road Farm herd of Mr. G. H. 
June of Greenwich, O., was started in 1919 
by the purchase of a bull from Walter Clark 
of Freeport, Ohio and two heifers from J. 
W. Jones & Son, Larue, Ohio. In 1920 four 
more heifers came from the Jones herd, and 
the Clark bull was replaced with one from 
Walter Ferguson of Xenia. After that date 
additional cattle were obtained from E. G. 
Little of Dresden, O., James Fancher, of 
New Canaan, Conn., the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural College and other herds. The fam- 
ilies represented in these foundation fe- 
males were Prides, Queen Mothers, Ericas 
and Blackbirds. The herd bulls used have 
included Cap of Xenia, Baron Bingon of 
Xenia, O. K. Prideman of Alpha Road, 
Prideman 8th of Alpha Road, and the pres- 
ent head of the herd, Ensign of Page 4th,

Mr. June has shown successfully animals of 
his own breeding at leading fairs from the 
Ohio State to the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, including the New York State, and 
south as far as the Virginia and North Car- 
olina State Fairs. 

Eastways Farms, Springfield, Ohio was 
founded in 1939 with the purchase of Ei- 
leenmere 263d 560266, a son of Eileenmere 
85th, the 1935 International Grand Cham- 
pion. A number of daughters of Eileen- 
mere 85th were also purchased at the time. 

Since that time the good breeding bull 
Eileenmere 158th 503151 has been added. 
This bull, a son of Eileenmere 32d, has sir- 
ed many top bulls, including “Elite”, the 
1939 Ohio State Fair Grand Champion. In 
1941 Envious Blackeap Jr. 573305 was add- 
ed. He being a very good son of Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th the 1939 International 
Grand Champion. This young bull made a 
good record in the Brown show herd and 
stood second in his class at the 1940 Inter- 
national. 

The cow herd now numbers about 50 head 
in which are some of the best stock that 
they have been able to purchase throughout 
the country. 

The Albert R. Tuttle herd at Urbana, 
Ohio, was started the summer of 1930 when 
Mr. Tuttle purchased from E. H. Hutchison 
& Son of Xenia, Ohio, three cows with heif- 
er calves at foot and four open heifers. This 
was his initial purchase in founding his reg- 
istered herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
Fairhaven Farm. Since then he has never 
bought a female. His herd now consists of 
25 mature cows. These, together with his 
herd bull and young cattle, make a total of 
48 head. 

During the time since the founding of 
this herd, he has sold 87 head of breeding 
cattle—31 bulls and 56 heifers. Forty-four 
steers, selling as weaned calves, went to 
4-H Club boys and girls and the Ohio State 
University. Forty Angus left the farm as 
fat animals going to the butcher. Most of 
these were sold during the first few years 
of his breeding business. This makes a 
total of 171 head disposed of in less than 
twelve years. 

On the bull side of the picture, there were 
four bulls purchased. One of these was.a 
son of Prizemere 102d which gave him some 
very good females. These then were mated 
with his present bull, which he purchased 
at the Chicago International Sale in 1936. 
This bull was bred by Mobley .& Sons of 
Mt. Sterling, Illinois. He is of Revolution 
of Page breeding. To this bull goes the 
credit of siring some very good show steers. 
One was the champion Aberdeen-Angus 
steer at the International Show in 1939. 
Another steer was grand champion at the 
Ohio State Fair in 1940. Three others were 
grand champions at fat stock shows. Most

They 
cows were close up to the famous matrong 
Key of Cincinnati and Kankakee 20710, This 
was the K. Pride family of Aberdeen-ap. 
gus. Also some of the herd cows were é. 
scendants of Blackcap Ito 3d and belong ty 
the Ballindalloch Blackbird family. They 
have quite a number of females from thes 
two families at present. 

They purchased the bull Revolution Irwin 
from Mr. E. E. Irwin of Illinois. Then later 
on, they purchased a Ballindalloch Black. 
bird bull, Balineer 2d of Sunbeam 543728, 4 
son of Black Peer of St. Albans 456385, an 
International Grand Champion. He also is 
a half brother to Black Prince of Sunbeam, 
an International Grand Champion. 

Their junior herd sire is a son of Revolv. 
tion 3d of Strathmore, he a son of Revolu- 
ton 100th, a grand champion bull. 

At present their herd consists of about 
60 head. In 1941 they placed four head of 
yearlings in the Ohio Breeders Sale and a 
the show previous to the sale they claimed 
one second and one third in the show.

Low Cost Beef Cattle Barn 


A Simple, Inexpensive, Barn of a Design especially 
adapted for economical Beef Cattle production; from = “yz 
Plan No. 1-724 University of Missouri, at Columbia = = al

OUR of the country to inspect the 
se available in the production of 
Aberdeen - Angus cattle one will find 

thing from the most modest buildings 
ome of the most elaborate structures de- 
si sad for housing breeding animals. How- 
yoo the average breeding establishment 
yl a crying need for a simple, inexpens- 
parn that will lend itself well to several 
ou including a maternity barn for cows 
having late fall, winter or early spring 
calves; or for dry cows and older calves by 
ysing a creep pen at one end of the barn. 

The plans selected as well adapted for 
heef cattle work were released by _the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, University of Missouri, 
Columbia. The new folder is Plan No. 1-724 
and may be obtained free of charge from 
any county extension office or from the 
College at Columbia. ; 

Shown here are two drawings of the barn. 
One is the outside appearance of the build- 
ing to show that it is truly a neat structure 
that will look well in most any building pro- 
gram. The other is a floor plan of the barn 
to show the ample room that is incorporat- 
ed in this building of only 64x44 foot size. 

This barn will provide for twenty-five 
cows and their calves by using one side for 
maternity and calf pens, and the other side 
for dry cows and older calves by using a 
calf creep at one end. By different arrange- 
ment the same size barn would take care 
of sixteen cows and sixteen replacement 
heifers or steers, or thirty-eight yearlings

on feed. The barn 

provides ten tie stalls 

with calf pens for the 

baby calves on one side. The shed on the 
opposite side provides space for eighteen 
yearlings on feed. The barn holds thirty- 
six tons of loose hay, two hundred and fifty 
bushels of ear corn, three hundred bushels 
of oats, and one truck load of sack feed. 

Plans, as drawn, show a 64x44 foot struc- 
ture, but it may be increased in size by add- 
ing twelve-foot sections, which would add 
three tie stalls and one additional calf pen 
with room for five yearlings on the opposite 
side. Savings in cost are obtained by using 
the center of the barn for hay storage, with 
the hay resting on the ground. This elim- 
inates expensive construction needed for 
support of hay and adds to the hay ca- 
pacity. 

Several other time and labor saving fea- 
tures are doors provided at both ends of the 
barn so the spreader can be driven through 
to remove manure. A large door is provid- 
ed at ground level opening into the hay 
mow. This will be especially convenient in 
storing baled hay or buck raking hay into 
the barn. 

New and important features for proper 
ventilation and elimination of drafts in cat- 
tle barns were worked into the plans by J. 
C. Wooley, head of the agricultural engin- 
eering department and designer of the barn. 
The hay deflectors above the mangers are

made solid and the remainder of the ceiling 
in the shed is slatted, providing for a straw 
loft. The plan calls for a minimum num- 
ber of windows, eliminating additional risk 
of glass breakage and loss of heat in the 
winter. However enough are provided for 
sunshine, lighting, and summer ventilation 
to help dry floors and improve conditions in 
general. ; 

In some regions the doors may be omitted 
on the south end of the barn. Where doors 
are used it is desirable to protect them from 
the inside with a strong gate as shown on 
the plans. Wood shingles or metal roofing 
is the choice of roof for this building. A 
good grade of wood shingles will serve from 
eighteen to twenty-five years and a metal 
roof indefinitely if properly cared for. 

Plan No. 1-724 gives full details for the 
construction of the barn from a full list of 
materials needed to the proper method of 
building all parts of the structure, mangers, 
hay loft, window plans, door and gate plans, 
etc. It is a phamplet designed for the lay- 
man with every step outlined from the set- 
ting of the first post to the driving of the 
last nail. If interested in this low-cost beef 
barn contact your extension agent or write 
direct to the College of Agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Missouri, Columbia.

was formally incorporated under the 

laws of the State of Colorado on the 7th 
of August 1945, and we feel that it is the 
greatest step forward in the production of 
the commercial end of our business that has 
been attempted by any group of registered 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

For quite some time the officers, directors 
and various committee members of the 
Western Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation have been engaged in a study of 
the problems confronting Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in Colorado and other localities. 
The result of this study has been the formu- 
lation of a plan of action that is presented 
in this article and we believe that the plan 
that is described herein is tangibly sound, 
that it merits not only our careful study 
but your active cooperation. 

In this study certain conditions have been 
accepted as being factual: i. e. 

(a). Aberdeen-Angus females meet with 
a ready demand, and, in registered classes 
there appears to be no marketing problem 
that is not being thoroughly handled by the 
individual breeders. While there seems to 
be a satisfactory annual increase in the 
number of pure bred owners, most of this 
increase is to be found in states outside 
the Western range area. Probably the only 
function of a group activity, as regards the 
registered female, would be that of dissem- 
inating information as to the breed and 
bringing together those newly interested in 
the same with other breeders who may be 
in a position to furnish supplies. 

(b). Aberdeen-Angus bulls, as compared 
with sires of other breeds, seem entirely too 
plentiful and too often of inferior quality. 
Group action is badly needed in this direc- 
tion and could be supplied by enlarging the 
demand for RANGE BULLS for COMMER- 
CIAL GRADE HERDS. 

(c). Angus steer calves, as limited as 
they are in supply, have set many records. 
We believe that they can and should ex- 
pand their winnings, and, in so_ doing, 
demonstrate the value of the breed as ef- 
ficient beef producers. We believe that the 
proper kind of group action could and should 
divert many plain and ordinary bull pros- 
pects into the feed lots and through them 
into winning competitions. We know that 
demand for Angus feeders exceeds the sup- 
ply even in those sections producing the 
greatest number of Angus calves. 

(d). Western ranges contain entirely too 
few Angus grade herds. This condition 
seems to result partly from lack of good in- 
formation as to the possibilities of the 
breed on the range, partly from the fact 
that Hereford interests have done an out- 
standing merchandising job in Western 
range sections, partly from the fact that 
large Hereford growers and pools or com- 
binations of smaller Hereford men have 
not. permitted another breed to be repre- 
sented on their range or in the vicinity, 
but chiefly from the fact that THERE ARE 
TOO FEW ANGUS GRADE FEMALES 
that escape the feed lots and become avail- 
able for production use. We believe that 
there does not, as yet, exist an efficient. 
means or agency for the accumulation of 
an inventory of Angus grade cows—and

ests lie parallel with our own. 

3. Be capitalized with modest funds t 
be subscribed by the stockholders and de 
pend on bank or private capital for other 
operating funds. 

4. Become an aggressive purchase ani 
sales agency whose operations (for profit 
if possible) shall be constantly pointel — 
toward the best interests of its owners, — 

We believe that such a corporation could 
compete with the feed lots in the purchase 
of heifers of all ages and that the same - 
could. be accumulated and held in this area 
and so become an inventory from which 
sales could be promptly and_ efficently — 
made. We propose to finance these pur © 
chases by the use of bank credits which — 
would be secured by chattel mortgage 
against the stock so held. We propose t) ~ 
hold such animals at any one or varidls 
points on a monthly charge basis for feel — 
and care. We believe that the National As — 
sociation, through its officers and field met, ~ 
could and would give us every assistant — 
not only in the location of supplies but it ~ 
helping to place those supplies in the hant 
that would constantly enlarge the horiz 
for the Aberdeen-Angus breed—certaitl) — 
for our oversupply of range bulls.

HE 48d Annual Missouri State Fair 
and Live Stock Exposition was held at 
the state fair grounds at Sedalia, Mis- 
souri, August 19-26. This being the first 
fair to be held since the beginning of the 
war and due to the fact that there was a 
great deal of uncertainty whether it would 
be possible to hold this event, the breeders 
of pure bred live stock had little time to 
get their exhibits ready for a showing. 
Nineteen exhibitors from the state of Mis- 
souri brought before the judge, Dean H. H. 
Kildee, head of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ames, Iowa, a strong exhibition to 
represent their great breed. Competition 
was extremely keen and the judge had many 
close decisions to make for the top honors 
in each class. The entire exhibit was most- 
ly of young cattle sired by bulls whose 
calves had never been exhibited before, due 
to the wartime restrictions. Judge 
Kildee’s choice for grand champion 
bull was Double Blackcapmere, bred 
and exhibited by Thousand Hills 
Farm, Kirksville, Missouri.

lar mark was reached only once more dur- 
ing the female sale, and that was when an 
Evergreen Erica daughter of Blackcap Bar- 
dolier was offered. Like the other two 
mentioned, she had plenty of contending 
bidders, but went to the $1,200.00 offer 
made by Mrs. Florence Heberding, of 
Canfield, Ohio. Again, we note the same 
combination—good individuality backed by 
a wealth of good breeding.

gus cattle in Indiana. Of this number over 
three hundred have all or part of their cow 
herd pure bred, and others are using Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls on grade herds. Prof. D. 
C. Pfendler, assistant to Dean Skinner says 
that he believes that the count on pure-bred 
herds is rather accurate but that the count 
on grade herds is too low. He also states 
that he has not been able to get a satisfac- 
tory estimate on number of cattle; however 
records on forty herds indicate a total for 
both pure bred and grade of eight hundred. 
Sixty cows, or an average of 21 cows per 
herd. Thirty-eight of these herds report 
six hundred and eighty-five pure bred cows, 
which is an average of eighteen pure bred 
cows per herd. If the only large herd in 
the group be omitted, the average is fifteen 
pure-bred cows per herd. These figures are 
for cows only and the total cattle on hand 
would normally be somewhat in excess of 
double the number of cows. The herds on 
which records are available probably have 
a higher percentage of pure bred cattle 
than do the general run of herds. 

The Purdue University Aberdeen-Angus 
herd at the present time consists of about 
thirty head of females and three males. 
Ericas make up the larger percentage of 
the herd. There are quite a number of 
Queen Mothers, several Blackbirds, and a 
few Barbaras. Most of the cows trace back 
to animals that have been bred on the Uni- 
versity Farm for many years. The sires in 
use at the present time are as follows:

At the Chicago Interna- 
tional in 1932 Revolution 84th, by Blackcap 
Revolution, and many times grand cham- 
pion at leading fairs for John and Elliott 
Brown, was purchased. Edwin Burgess, 
junior champion at the American Royal and 
the first prize winner at the Chicago Inter- 
national in 1934, was purchased from the 
Browns.

summer yearling bull for his owners at the 
Indiana State Fair in 1938. A few young 
cattle have been shown at the Indiana State 
Fair and the Chicago International. They 
have not been shown elsewhere except after 
their sale to other breeders. The present 
herd numbers slightly over 150 head. 

In the fall of the year 1940 Fountain 
Glen Farm purchased from J. Garrett Tolan 
Eileenmere 191st, the Junior Champion at 
the Royal at Denver and International in 
the year 1938, and Junior Champion at the 
San Francisco World Fair in 1939. This 
was followed by the purchase of Eileenmere 
371st in the 1941 public sale of Mr. Tolan. 
Although just a calf considerably less than 
a year old, this bull was one of the tops of 
the sale. The Grand Champion Steer over 
all breeds in the open, as well as Club 
Classes, at the Indiana State Fair in 1941, 
shown by Jimmy Haller, was bred at Foun- 
tain Glen and sold as a calf.

Stirks Have Hoose! 


From Scottish Farmer, August 4—Some 
of my young stirks, from eight to twelve 
months old, are troubled with Hoose. Can 
you tell me a cure?—Highland Mary. 

Answer: Advisory Booklet No. 15, issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture deals with 
“husk” or “hoose,” in calves. This condi- 
tion, frequently found in calves, produces a 
spasmodic, husky cough and is caused by 
thin threadworms in the bronchi or tubes 
of the lungs. . . . medicinal treatment has 
not. proved very effective and the only sound 
course left open, is to remove affected 
calves from infected pastures by housing 
them and to feed them liberally. These 


measures will do a great deal toward in- 
suring their final recovery.

farm land should go back into grass and 
legumes as a major rotation practice was 
freely voiced before the war and was side- 
tracked because of the tremendous need for 
grain and oil crops. The war has taken a 
heavy toll of fertility on top of deficiencies 
present before 1941. 


The fastest way to hold present top soil 
in place, in addition to increasing fertility, 
is the use of grass and legumes combined 
with fertilizers—both organic and chemical. 
Use of the land so handled means more 
live stock. For grass as such, while helping 
the soil, does not pay the living expenses 
and taxes of the owner. Most efficient use 
of this roughage means greater interest in 
good cattle and sheep. While some of the 
grass land can be utilized for dairy produc- 
tion its most satisfactory bovine use will be 
from beef cattle. 

There is no reason to believe that any 
general trend toward greater grass produc- 
tion will not greatly benefit the Angus 
breed. The most efficient use of grass, as 
is the case with any other feed, comes from 
cattle of top quality and breeding. A man 
with a good herd of Angus, closely culled 
and well managed, will be in a position to 


benefit greatly by any “back to grass” de- 


velopments.

for the State of New York, had planned a 
full and interesting afternoon’s program 
and had everything in readiness for it. 

Some 350 beef cattle producers, farmers, 
business men, and club boys were prezent 
when the 2:00 P. M. tour and inspection of 
barns and equipment began. Mr. Taylor ex- 
plained that the present barns had been 
constructed by his father, many years ago, 
had been built for dairy cattle, which at 
that time were Guernseys and was recog- 
nized as one of the very top herds in the 
country. The barns were constructed in 
such a way as to give the maximum of 
room and ventilation for the cattle, espec- 
ially during the winter months. Very little 
changing was necessary when it was con- 
verted into a beef cattle barn. Mr. Tay- 
lor explained further that his Aberdeen- 
Angus herd was kept inside under cover 
during the winter months and that the 
large shed furnished plenty of room for all 
cows and calves. Calf creeps are built in- 
side the barns to hand'e the fall calves, the 
bull s‘alls are arranged so that the herd 
bull can run on the outside in an exercising 
pen or can stav in the box stalls and stick 
his head out of a window and keep an eye 
on the cow herd. The bull is never allowed 
to run with the cows. The silo and f-el 
bins are located so that one man can do all 
of the feeding in a very short time without 
too much hard work. 

After the tour, a Type Demonstration was 
given, by your Journal Repres@ntative, us- 
ing the chief herd sire, Repeater’s Enchant- 
er, a good two year old son of the cham- 
pion Repeater of Wheatland 9th, and a two 
year old daughter of the same bull. The 
various wholesale cuts on a carcass were 
pointed out as well as the ideal thinks to look 
for as far as breed character, bone struct- 
ure, natural fleshing, general type and con- 
formation ar? concerned in selecting breed- 
ing animals for your herd.

professor Dickey, Extension Agronomist of 
Pennsylvania State College, on pastures 
nd pasture grasses. He made the point 
as Pennsylvania soils were ideally suited 
z the production of hay and pasture 
rasses. He felt that in the future Penn- 
Saale would raise more of these crops 
0 feed and less corn and other cultivated 
crops. Great improvement could be made 
in pastures with periodic clipping of the 
pastures to keep down weed growth. The 
ise of Ladino clover mixed with orchard 
s, alfalfa, etc., has been widely used by 
Pennsylvania farmers to produce more 
abundant pastures and hay crops. Cutting 
and pasturing of this type earlier in the 
spring has been a necessary practice to get 
the most out of this mixture. 

Next on the program was a type demon- 
stration of bulls in which two bulls from 
Mr, Smedley’s herd and one trom that of 
Dr. Sharpe were used. P. C. McKenzie, An- 
imal Husbandry Department of State Col- 
lege, ably went over each animal stressing 


. the good as well as the weak points. He 


then conducted a type demonstration on a 
very fine heifer that Mr. Smedley is plac- 
ing in the Pennsylvania Breeders’ Sale at 
Hershey, Pennsylvania, September 22d. 

After this the crowd was asked to judge 
two groups of four heifers each. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie Was a very apt teacher as proved 
by the fact that over one-third of the crowd 
had correct placings on both groups. This 
put the committee in an embarrassing situ- 
ation since they could not divide the blue 
ribbons in quite so many pieces. 


The crowd then adjourned to Mr. Smed- 
ley’s air conditioned apple storage where 
Professor Ziegler, head of the butchering 
department at State College, cut up a hind 
quarter of an Aberdeen-Angus steer bred 
by Mr. Maurice Hitt, of Avondale, Penn- 
sylvania. He began by pronouncing the 
meat as Grade AA or better and then pro- 
ceeded to cut it up with deft strokes of the 
knife and saw, explaining as he went along 
the various cuts and their uses. The ladies, 
in particular, were very much interested in 
this demonstration and asked many ques- 
tions of Professor Ziegler which he answer- 


ed promptly in addition to giving many tips 
on how to buy steaks. Ziegler expressed 
the view that in the near future all beef 
carcasses would be boned before being cut 
up to save storage space and to make bet- 
ter and more economical use of the bones. 
Contrary to general opinion bones do not 
add anything to the taste of a steak. 

The Southern Chester County 4-H Club 
then had a show with their baby beef steers. 
These steers had been on feed since Jan- 
uary 1, 1945, and they made a very credit- 
able showing. A ten dollar prize went to 
Johnny Almguist, of Kennett Square, Penn- 
sylvania, owner of the best steer. The sec- 
ond prize went to Mary Emma MeMullin of 
Toughkenamon, Pennsylvania, and the third 
prize to Lewis Gilbert, of Avondale. A show 
halter was awarded to Carroll Pratt, of 
Toughkenamon, as the best showman. 

After the awarding of the prizes, the 
crowd visited Dr. Sharpe’s farm and _ in- 
spected her herd and barns. The committee 
felt that all had a profitable day and ap- 
preciated the genuine interest of the crowd.

SIRES RESPONSIBLE 


Every breeder, worthy of the name, will 
place greatest credit for his success upon 
certain outstanding sires. Purdue is no ex. 
ception to that rule. As one goes back 
through the records, certain sires stand out 
above the others in the production of show 
winners or breeding animals. 

The first bulls to bring the Purdue Aber- 
deen-Angus herd to the attention of the 
breeders of the nation were Blackbird 
Prince 4th 151584 and Black Monarch 6th 
178509. Blackbird Prince 4th, calved No- 
vember 1, 1910, sired by Prince Albert Ito 
84486, and bred by Stanley R. Pierce, Cres- 
ton, Illinois, was purchased September 1, 
1911. “This bull was in service on Purdue 
Farm for almost six years and left many 
good things on the farm.”—(J. H. Skinner). 
His greatest achievement was Fyvie Knight 
2d, the 1918 grand champion steer. Black 
Monarch 6th calved December 24, 1912, sir- 
ed by Black Jovial 145513, and bred by M. 
A. Judy, West Lebanon, Indiana, was pur- 
chased April 30, 1914. This bull, in addi- 
tion to improving the herd of breeding fe- 
males, sired a host of show steers including 
Black Ruler, the grand champion of 1920. 

Following these two, came the first of the 
Earl Marshalls, Bar Marshall 6th 369881, 
purchased at the Escher & Ryan Sale De- 
cember 17, 1924. This bull produced sev- 
eral prize winning steers, but it was his in- 
fluence in the improvement of the breed- 
ing herd that induced us to follow with the 
same line of blood in the later bulls pur- 
chased. 

Bar Marshall 6th was followed by Revo- 
lution of Wheatland 440663, calved January 
7, 1930, sired by Revolution 41st, a son of 
Blackcap Revolution, and bred by J. B. Hol- 
linger, Chapman, Kansas; and Fountain 
Glen Rebellion 467892, calved May 8, 1933, 
sired by Revolution 84th another son of 
Blackcap Revolution, and bred by Mark E. 
Miller, Peru, Indiana. 

The lives of these two bulls overlapped on 
Purdue Farm, a fortunate coincidence for 
Purdue because either bull bred to the 
daughters of the other proved a most for- 
tunate “nick” in the production of females. 
Revolution of Wheatland sired Loyal Alum- 
nus, the reserve champion Aberdeen-Angus 
and champion light weight steer at the 1936 
International, and Loyal Alumnus 34d, (men- 
tioned above) the reserve champion Aber- 
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ee al and is siring many outstand-

The accompanying diagramed picture of 
swell groomed animal shows a popular way 
dress the various areas of the animal’s 
ody. The head “A”, is always clipped. 
(lip all of the head (except the ears), in 
font of a line around the neck that passes 
just back of the point of the jaw bones, and 
me and one-half inches back of the pole. 
(nly the base of the ear is clipped. Much 
an be determined about the desirability 
ofan animal by studying its head. The bull 
vith a well formed masculine head invar- 
ably has a lot of merit, and desirable 
weeding back of it. The head expresses 
preediness and character; therefore, de- 
wives special attention. 

The three pictures of a Woodlawn Farm’s 
seer taken before, during, and after clip- 
jing the head, shows the improvement in 
appearance, and at the same time makes 
wssible a critical character study. “B”, 
isthe crest. On steers and bulls, the hair 
m top of the neck can be brushed from 
wth directions to a point at the center of 
the crest. On females, and sometimes on 
seers, the hair is parted on the top of the 
ck The top of the shoulder, “C”, and 
wart of the crops is parted, and combed out 
ideways. “D”, the rump, loin,’ and back 
Smarked at right angles to the backbone, 
id usually brushed forward. The tail, 
‘fis clipped. Start at the point where 
he quarter breaks, and clip up to the tail 
tad. This places more emphasis on the 
warters—a very vital part of the beef 
aimal. Brush the hair straight out on the 
warters, “F”, to give width. In all of 
ira, “G”, the hair should be trained to 
tad up. This requires lots of brushing 
tid should be done by starting the brush 
tthe belly and brushing up to the back 
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against the natural direction of the hair. 
The tail, “H”, is fluffed out by brushing a 
few hairs at a time away from your hand. 

Use a prepared coat bloom, or make your 
own, by using equal parts of rubbing alco- 
hol and mineral oil. It is applied with a 
spray or flannel cloth, after the animal is 
dressed, and a little while before it is led 
into the ring. Follow with a good brush- 
ing. This makes the hair shine and gives 
it life. The owner is also shining with pride 
and satisfaction of a job well done.

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value of such procedure, to be based only 
on the value the public attaches to such 
blood lines. Other of the breed’s bette. 
known strains are handled in much thie 
same manner, as those named; with the 
future holding a certainty, as time pro- 
gresses, of future popular strains that will 
be accorded worthy designation by the con- 
structive breeders of their day. 

At Greenview, founded in 1889, the early 
foundation families were disposed of when 
it was dispersed at private treaty in 1917, 
but the various branches of the Erica fam- 
ily are so designated, with consecutive num- 
bers of the entire family. Thus we have 
Elbadina 113th of Greenview, the name 
Elbadina being that by which we designate 
our Glencarnock Elbas, which of course 
descend from imported Elandina. Evergreen 
112th of Greenview was an_ Evergreen 
Erica descending from imported Evergreen 
44th; Eline 115th of Greenview is an Eline 
Erica that descends from imported Eline of 
Balmoral. The Blackbirds and various 
branches of Blackcaps are similarly nam- 
ed. This is not given as any hard and fast 
rule to go by, only a system that we have 
followed since the founding of the herd, and 
one that we have found not to be confusing, 
yet we feel of assistance, to those visiting 
us in determining the value of the various 
strains maintained here. 

The bulls of the strains we use when 
possible, names beginning with either the 
first letters or syllable of their family name, 
coupled with that of the strain of their 
sires’ line. This idea is also followed by the 
practice of using numbers in serials of ten 
for each strain maintained here, in the neck 
chains used so that animals are easily iden- 
tified by either name or chain. As we read 
the accounts of top selling animals in the 
public auctions or study the show reports I 
feel this is a practice largely followed, with 
slight variations, by individual breeders 
everywhere and one which new breeders can 
follow, with complete assurance that their 
product will be accorded deserving support 
by older breeders everywhere, and all who 
value the blood lines of the breed’s better 
producing cattle, for without merit a strain 
cannot survive in the public’s fancy, and 
the sooner discarded the better for the 
breed in the future.

to drive them along for a while they soon 
will learn to walk properly. Be careful not 
to let them get the run on you for if one 
gets loose it will do the same thing the next 
time out. They are smart. 

Don’t try to give your animals being fit- 
ted out too much leading at one time. If 
at first they lead to water and back, call it 
a good start and be satisfied. That is 
enough for the first attempt. Too much lead- 
ing at one time to begin with makes them 
fretful and stubborn. 

One most important thing to remember 
when starting your animals to lead is— 
DON’T CATCH UP TOO CLOSE ON THE 
HALTER. If the animal is nervous thi3 
will make it completely frightened. Give 
them more rope until they have become 
acquainted and have confidence in you. Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle are not difficult to 
handle at all, once they discover that you 
are a friend and not an enemy. 

When you start to curry and groom your 
animals for show or sale appearance GO 
EASY AT FIRST. Don’t try to do too 
much on the first attempt. Again you will 
find that as soon as they find out that 
you are not going to hurt them they will 
stand quite calmly while you curry them all 
over. 

Currying, grooming and rubbing are 
important but remember that if you are a 
good feeder you can do more with a feed 
pail than you can with a curry comb and 
brush. Watch their feet. These should be 
trimmed when necessary. The kind of ferd 
to use depends upon the locality and the 
kinds of feed that are available. Here in 
the corn belt we feed about two thirds 
ground corn and cob and one third course 
ground oats. Barley will take the place of 
corn to a certain extent if corn is not avail- 
able.

consideration. Consideration regarding jn- 
dividuality, uniformity, quality of breeding 
variation of popular blood lines, and a con. 
sideration of consignors. That is, breeders 
who will go ahead and fit their cattle, rep- 
resent them as they are, such as breeding 
dates, correct dates of birth, ete. Breeding 
dates may not seem important to many, but 
they are, especially to a new breeder w..o 
buys a cow or heifer and she is supposed to 
calve in July but does not do so until the 
last of August or September. There is a 
question in the mind of this new breeder as 
to whether this calf is by the supposed-to-be 
sire of this calf or some other sire. Avoid 
these possibilities as much as possible. Also 
it should be understood by the consignois 
that misfortunes will happen occasionally 
and there will be a shadow of reflection on 
all members if dissatisfaction arises. In 
most cases these can be avoided by consign- 
ing cattle which the breeder knows to be 
okay. In other words as few known defects 
as possible. In a rambling fashion we have 
given a few of the general problems and 
points to be considered in the selection of a 
consignment offering. 

Now we have a very important job that 
determines the success of such an achieve- 
ment and that is the preparation of the 
cattle. This job falls largely on the breeder 
or the consignor. It is a part that cannot 
be accomplished in a day. I would say it 
should require at least six months. Especial- 
ly if the cattle are not in good condition six 
months prior to sale—a longer feeding 
period affords a better finish and less dang- 
er of overdoing or injuring breeding ani- 
mals. They should not be overfed with corm 
in order to get them fat at a given time. 
That is why it is wise to get the cattle con- 
signed early. 

In preparing cattle for a sale they should 
be separated from the other breeding cattle 
where they can be watched closely. Some 
breeders tie their cattle up at the beginning 
and break them to lead. Others do this at 
a reasonable length of time, just before the 
sale. The time may be nominal to fit the 
local circumstances but it is important to 
have the offering well mannered so that 
they may be shown to a good advantage.

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of cooked whole barley and one quart of 
molasses for every eight head of cattle to 
be fed. Mix the molasses into the hot bar- 
ley before pouring the barley over the dry 
grain. When the barley is boiling, throw a 
handful of salt into the water. It adds to 
the palatability of it. 

Another definite advantage to be receiv- 
ed from feeding cooked barley is the fact 
that a better quality of fleshing can be at- 
tained by its use. It seems to distribute the 
fat more evenly over the body than raw 
grain. Especially at such critical and vul- 
nerable points such as over the ribs, at the 
loin’s edge and around the tail head where 
it is so easy to get a fat animal rough, hard 
and unsightly. Cooked barley is most help- 
ful in producing that mellow touch that al- 
ways brings that certain pleased look on the 
face of a judge in the show ring. 

Feeding a barn full of show and sale cat- 
tle cooked barley has always meant a lot 
of extra and hard work for the feeder since 
about the only way this could be done was 
in a large iron kettle with a fire box under

as sufficient water to boil it. Then fre- 
quent trips must be made to refill the fire 
box with wood and see that there is plenty 
of water on the grain to prevent scorch- 
ing. After the grain is sufficiently cooked 
it must be transported back to the barn to 
be fed. All this adds up to a great deal 
of hard labor and to say the least, made 
cooking feed for show cattle, a long and 
laborious task. 

The use of the new automatic, electric 
cooker featured in connection with this arti- 
cle takes much of the labor out of cooking 
feed. It can be placed in the feed room 
right beside the feed mixing box. Since it 
is automatic it requires little attention. It 
operates on a very small amount of elec- 
tricity. Due to the fact that the cooking 
tank is highly insulated a batch of cooked 
grain will stay hot for several hours, thus 
eliminating the necessity of cooking a fresh 
batch for each feed. Many feeders who have 
felt that cooking involved too much extra 
labor will be pleased to learn about this new 
cooker which takes practically all the labor 
out of feed cooking.

Angus Breeders’ Association contain num- 
erous authentic reports of the Blacks’ abil- 
ity to rough it even in Northern Canada 
where the breed is exceptionally popular. 
They are no sissies. They can feed in a 
millionaire’s barn or step out and rustle 
their own grub with equal facility. As 
mothers, the matrons, are incomparable. In- 
stances are known of timber wolves and 
bears seeking to grab a Black calf for a 
noonday snack. It invariably developed that 
these miscreants were badly advised. Every 
time they tried it all the mature females of 
the herd ganged up on the prowler and re- 
duced him to molecules as efficiently as 
would an atom smasher. 

Horns have nothing to do with protective 
coloration but they are involved scientif- 
ically. Horns, it may be said, are strictly 
declasse among modern cattlemen. If they 
are removed, at a considerable expense, 
there is always great danger of infection by 
disease or infestation by a slick little beastie 
known as a screw worm. This creature’s 
activities are too unsavory to discuss. 

If the animals are not dehorned they are 
penalized in the stock yards. As there is 
certain to be a percentage of injury to hides 
from horns on cattle during shipment, an

The experiments are being ma i 
“sports” or mutations, which are ane in 
A mutation, for instance, is when a cow of 
a horned species is born without horns— 
for no obvious reason. The cowhands call 
them “muleys.” A male muley is bred to a 
female which is polled. Voila. You get a 
hornless calf. Ordo you? Yeg and no. 


That is about as far as the research has 
gone. Sometimes a hornless calf is born 
and again there will be a throwback pro- 
ducing a youngster who is doomed to social 
oblivion when he sprouts horns. The scien- 
tists will keep at this for four hundred 
years if necessary. The cattleman will not, 
Not if he can get his halter around the neck 
of a good Aberdeen-Angus bull—a species 
which has been hornless for four hundred 
years and therefore breeds “true.” 

As a matter of fact these breeders of 
pure bred cattle—no matter what species— 
ARE, more or less, scientists. They must 
be expert in genetics, agronomy, dietetics 
and farm administration. There is not a 
pure bred cattle devotee who is not at this 
instant conducting some sort of research, 
all calculated to give America more and 
better beef. He manipulates the test tubes, 
so to speak, while the range producer 
works just as hard on his side of the labor- 
atory. Happy results are inevitable.

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this time. We know, now, as we have 
known since the first few years of our con- 
trol program, that we cannot hope to suc- 
ceed by the use of any one method but that 
success must depend on the use of all our 
facilities, with probable special stress on one 
or more under the varying conditions that 
are encountered in individual herds or in 
certain areas. 

It is evident that under present conditions 
stress must be placed on vaccination. Let 
us review briefly what we have learned 
about strain 19 vaccine in order that we 
may make logical recommendations as to 
its use under varying herd conditions. 


EFFECTIVENESS OF STRAIN 19 
VACCINE 


First of all we should stress that strain 
19 vaccine is not a panacea for Bang’s dis- 
ease, or brucellosis which is now judged to 
be the more appropriate name. It is not 
100 percent effective in immunizing bovine 
animals against the disease, but it has prov- 
ed most satisfactory in this respect if the 
product is pure and viable and if combined 
with sanitary procedures. 


CONTROL OF PURITY AND VIABILITY 
OF VACCINE 


The purity and initial viability of both 
bureau-prepared and commercial vaccine 
are guaranteed by the rigid requirements of 
our bureau. Information has been furnish- 
ed relative to the various factors affecting 
its viability. To assure a commercial pro- 
duct of proper viability it has recently been 
found necessary to reduce the expiration 
date for its use from six months to three 
months. If further bureau tests within the 
three months’ period show that a vaccine 
is too low in viability, it is immediately or- 
dered withdrawn from the market. 


SAFETY AND STABILITY OF 
STRAIN 19 


At the bureau’s Animal Disease Station, 
Mingle and Manthei have conducted experi- 
ments in which they have proved that under 
conditions which should favor such a change 
it has been impossible to increase the viru-

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TEST-AND-SLAUGHTER 


Test-and-slaughter, or plan A, is the 
basis of accreditation in infected herds. [r. 
respective of the method of control used 
test-and-slaughter must be practiced before 
an infected herd can be officially recogniz- 
ed as being free from brucellosis. We have 
previously mentioned the types of herds in 
which this practice initially is necessary or 
desirable and have referred to its limita- 
tions. The present necessity for increased 
production of calves, milk, butter, and 
cheese, and personnel shortage in the ex- 
tension of the control program have had a 
marked effect on the adoption of this 
method in many herds. 


During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1944, tests and retests for brucellosis were 
applied in about 386,000 herds containing 
about 5,235,000 cattle. About 226,000 cat- 
tle were classified as positive reactors, or 
4.3 percent. However, about 75,000 of these 
reactors were not slaughtered but were held 
in herds where calfhood vaccination was 
practiced. More testing would have been 
accomplished if the services of additional 
veterinarians had been available. 


During the last fiscal year there has been 
a great increase in the use of Brucella vac- 
cine; 392,232 calves were treated under of- 
ficial supervision and a very much larger 
number, as indicated by the commercial prv- 
duction of this vaccine, were vaccinate 
without such supervision.

In some instances the residual 
jerd consisting of the more resistant ani- 
nals would remain free from infection 
shile the replacements for removed react- 
gs would contract brucellosis and _ abort, 
thus continuing the disease. To provide for 
atisfactory control measures in such herds, 
plan C, or test-and-retention of reactors 
vith calfhood vaccination, was approved. 
This permits the retention of productive 
ractors until vaccinated replacements be- 
ome available. A valuable factor that has 
developed in this connection is that some 
ractors lose their positive blood status in 
),3, or 4 years and may be retained verma- 
nently in the herd. The present need for 
inreased production has been a factor in 
the increased demand for this type of con- 
tol. Difficulty in obtaining replacements 
and their high cost are contributing factors. 
Insome States, notably New York and Ver- 
mont, control measures are based on this 
plan almost exclusively. 


ADULT VACCINATION 


We are frequently asked if vaccination is 
as effective in adult cows as in calves. Re- 
search done by our bureau indicates that 
itiss Haring, in a paper delivered at the 
1943 meeting of this Association, presented 
evidence indicating that vaccination was ev- 
en more effective in adults than in calves. 
All evidence relating to immunity in other 
diseases of man and animals indicates that 
the immunity-producing mechanism is bet- 
ter developed in mature than in immature 
persons or animals. Other factors being 
equal, if there is a limit to the persistence 
of immunity, resistance should be service- 
able for a longer period if vaccination is 
done in adult life. If this is so, why is 
adult vaccination not advocated under all 
conditions? The principal reason is that in 
adult cattle the vaccinal titer tends to per- 
sist for indefinite periods, whereas in calves 
it tends to disappear within three to twelve 
months after vaccination. This persistence 
of titer interferes with the control program 
which is based on the agglutination test. 

During recent years a few instances have 
tome to our notice in which it has been most 
difficult to eradicate brucellosis and its re- 
sulting abortions by practicing any of our 
approved methods of control. These cases 
are usually in large herds. Several such 
overnment-owned herds have come under 
ur particular attention and for experi- 
nental purposes we have suggested whole- 
ed vaccination. The results have been 
lariable so far as immediate improvement 
Sconcerned. In one herd in which incipient 


| infection was detected, the vaccination of 


e entire herd of fifty-six animals un- 
doubtedly stopped the spread of infection.

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As this herd was maintained for calf-pro- 
duction purposes, the results were most sat- 
isfactory. In another herd in which abor- 
tions had been occurring for about two 
years in spite of the application of sanitary 
procedures, vaccination did not give such 
satisfactory results. Abortions kept occur- 
ring in practically the same ratio as before 
vaccination for a period of approximately a 
year. The resuits in the two herds are ex- 
tremes in our observation of adult vaccin- 
ation; in one, this practice was a most sat- 
isfactory and immediate solution to the par- 
ticular needs of the herd; in the other, no 
advantage could be observed during the 
year following vaccination but reports cov- 
ering the second year after vaccination 
stated that abortions had practically ceased. 

During 1943 and 1944 bureau employees 
on brucellosis work and the cooperating 
State officials in eleven States made ob- 
servations of the use of Brucella vaccine 
in adult cattle in 369 herds containing ap-

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proximately 27,500 cattle. Sufficient time 
has not elapsed to draw definite conclusions 
as to the value of this method. On the 
whole, however, the results have been en- 
couraging. This experiment is being con- 
tinued and in another year we should be in 
a better position to evaluate the results. 

Haring has mentioned several herds in 
which brucellosis has been controlled by 
whole-herd vaccination with the subsequent 
vaccination of calves. It appears, therefore, 
that whole-herd vaccination will have bene- 
ficial results in infected herds in suppress- 
ing infection and abortion. 


Another factor on which more evidence 
has recently come to our attention is that 
strain 19 causes abortion in some instances, 
if administered to cows in advanced stages 
of pregnancy. This was reported by Haring 
in his paper previously mentioned and two 
such cases have come to our attention with- 
in the last few months. In one involving 
approximately sixty negative animals of 
beef type, the owner decided to vaccinate 
his entire herd because one of his neigh- 
bor’s cows had wandered onto his premises. 
These animals were about five to six 
months in pregnancy, and _ twenty-three 
aborted within one and one-half to three 
months after vaccination. A culture recov- 
ed from one of these aborting animals was 
sent to our laboratory. While the culture 
could not definitely be identified as strain 
19, it proved to be an organism of reduced 
virulence. Clinical evidence also pointed to 
the fact that the abortions were due to the 
injection of strain 19 vaccine. In another 
herd of forty-six beef-type animals in which 
brucellosis was present and abortions had 
been occurring for a period of several years, 
adult vaccination was practiced when the 
animals were about five to six months in 
pregnancy. During the next three months 
two abortions occurred. A culture recover- 
ed from the fetus of one of these aborting 
cows proved to be similar in most respects 
to strain 19. 

Another factor in adult vaccination, 
especially in dairy cows, is that there is 
usually an immediate loss of condition and 
a drop in milk production persisting for 
from one to two weeks.

duction, that abortions may be expected for 
six to eight months after vaccination - 
animals that are already infected and that 
animals five months or more advanced in 
pregnancy may abort from the vaccine 

Specially, whole-herd vaccination may be 
recommended as advantageous: in incipient 
infection; in beef herds in which calf pro. 
duction is the chief herd requirement, jf 
done when cows are open or in early preg- 
nancy; in so-called “problem herds”; and in 
large, infected dairy herds in which calves 
are not raised and in which there is a rapid 
turnover of animals as a result of milk- 
production demands. In the last-mentioned 
type of herd, all replacements should also 
be vaccinated. In all herds in which whole. 
herd vaccination is practiced calfhood vac- 
cination should be continued. 

In summation, we believe that control 
procedures based on approved plans A, B 
and C are, with few exceptions, capable of 
combating brucellosis, if efficiency applied, 
and are preferable to adult vaccination. In 
our control program adult vaccination must 
obviously be restricted. We must not lose 
sight of the fact, however, that much more 
good than harm will result from whole-herd 
vaccination, that it is the most simple plan 
to adopt to inhibit the spread of infection 
and abortion, and, therefore, that it is bet- 
ter than a do-nothing policy. 


PERSISTENCE OF IMMUNITY IN 
VACCINATED CATTLE 


The average length of time that immun- 
ity resulting from vaccination with strain 
19 will persist has not been definitely 
established. 

In the field trials, previously mentioned, 
in 260 heavily infected herds the incidence 
of abortion in vaccinated animals became 
appreciably lower each year until the trials 
were stopped in their seventh year. In 
these herds the infected cattle were not re- 
moved except for poor production or other 
natural causes. The tendency for the low-

INTRADERMIC METHOD OF 
VACCINATION 


In 1942 research was initiated at the 
Maryland State Live Stock Sanitary Ser- 
vice Laboratory in cooperation with the 
Federal Bureau of Animal Industry on the 
intradermic method of vaccinating cattle 
against brucellosis. A dose of 0.1 or 0.2 cc. 
of strain 19 vaccine prepared for subcutan- 
eous use was injected intradermically. The 
purpose of this departure from the usual 
method was to determine whether or not the 
intradermic method would result in the 
more rapid disappearance of the vaccinal 
agglutinin response. 

The basic principle underlying intrader- 
mie vaccination seemed to justify this 
work, by analogy with results in other dis- 
eases, notably equine encephalomyelitis. In 
connection with the latter disease, it was 
shown that 1 ce. of equine encephalomyeli- 
tis vaccine introduced intradermically com- 
pared favorably with 10 ce. injected sub- 
cutaneously. 

Preliminary results in the Maryland in- 
vestigation indicate that in calves vaccinat- 
ed intradermically the vaccinal titer dis- 
appears a little sooner than in calves vac- 
tinated subcutaneously, but in adult cattle 
there is no appreciable difference. A com- 
parative study of the opsonic index was 
made in calves and adult cattle vaccinated 
by both methods and the results so far ob- 
tained show no difference in the degree and 
persistence of the opsonic response in the 
respective groups. Nothing is known as yet 
of the degree or persistence of immunity 
resulting from this practice. However, the 
idea has had considerable appeal, and simi- 
lar investigations are now in progress at 
the bureau’s Animal Disease Station and 
several State experiment stations. 

An interesting fact brought out in this 
work was that in lactating cows vaccinated 
intradermically there was little or no sys- 
omg reaction or decrease in milk produc- 

n. 


STATE REGULATIONS FOR THE 
CONTROL OF BRUCEL- 
LOSIS OF CATTLE 
Procedures for the control of bovine 
tucellosis in the various States have not 
fen uniform and this has been reflected in 
‘ontrol regulations. This lack of uniform- 
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ity in State laws and regulations has re- 
sulted in some interference with the inter- 
state shipment of cattle, particularly of vac- 
cinated young stock still holding some re- 
action to the blood test. Efforts are being 
made to minimize these differences. We 
recommend that the interstate movement of 
animals not more than eighteen months of 
age, vaccinated as calves, be permitted 
without test if they are properly identified 
and accompanied by an official certificate 
of vaccination. 


ANSWERS TO SOME COMMON QUES- 
TIONS ON VACCINATION 


There are a number of points in connec- 
tion with the vaccination program on which 
questions are commonly asked. We will 
answer a few of these questions. 

1. Should a blood test be made of calves 
prior to vaccination? This practice was 
discontinued by our bureau several years 
ago because it could not be determined that 
it was an essential requirement. 

2. Should a blood test be made in calves 
subsequent to vaccination? There is no 
correlation between the agglutinin response 
and immunity. Agglutinins may disappear 
but immunity persists. Moreover, killed 
vaccines incite agglutinin production but 
only a very moderate degree, if any, of im- 
munity. The only reasonable purpose of a 
post-vaccinal blood test, therefore, is to 
prove that the calf was vaccinated, which 
can be accomplished by proper identifica- 
tion at time of vaccination. In view of the 
more urgent need for manpower in extend- 
ing the control program, it is believed that 
such tests might well be eliminated. 

3. Is vaccination in a_ four-month-old 
calf as effective as in an eight-month-old 
calf, or what is the optimum age during 
calfhood for vaccination? As _ previously 
stated, the immunity-producing mechanism 
in an animal is better developed in matur- 
ity. It has been observed that vaccination 
in a one-month-old calf is not so effective 
as in an older calf. Therefore, it would ap- 
pear that the older the calf the more ef- 
fective vaccination should be. However, the 
older the calf the longer there is a tendency 
for the vaccinal titer to persist. For gen- 
eral purposes, therefore, it is believed that 
about six months is probably the best age 
for vaccination of calves. 

4. Should calves in brucellosis-free 
herds be vaccinated? This procedure is 
safe and as a matter of insurance could be 
considered as a desirable practice. It is 
probable, however, that in a small percent- 
age of such animals the vaccinal titer will 
be slow in disappearing. 

5. Should vaccinated calves be identi- 
fied? This is a most important procedure 
to be followed. For purposes of admission

into infected herds as replacements, definite 
information should be known about the 
previous vaccination of such an animal 
which can be obtained only if the animal 
bears some identifying mark or tag. In in- 
terstate shipment, vaccinated calves with a 
blood titer may be admitted to some States, 
if properly identified. 

6. Should bull calves be vaccinated? 
Yes, if a bull calf is to be retained or sold 
as a herd sire into an infected herd. 

7. If adult vaccination is_ practiced, 
should reactors be vaccinated? Strain 19 
vaccine has no curative properties and, 
therefore, there is no necessity for or bene-

losis during the last ten years, and how it 
has evolved from the primary test-and- 
slaughter method to the inclusion of calf- 
hood vaccination as an adjunct to test-and- 
slaughter and later combined with the re- 


tention of reactors. We have discussed the 
subject of adult vaccination and its applic- 
ability in the official program. We have 
also shown that the present shortage of 
manpower in our control program has af- 
fected its extension and to a considerable 
degree has offered a challenge to our abil- 
ity to hold what we have gained. 

The various types of herds affected with 
this disease, the nature of the disease in 
respect to its varied expression in different 
herds, the length of time a herd has been 
affected, the size of the herd and number of 
animals affected, and the incidence of in- 
fection in various sections have made the 
control of the disease a most complex prob- 
lem even under normal conditions. 

What procedures, therefore, should be ad- 
vocated during the present emergency to 
safeguard the cattle industry against the 
spread of brucellosis? 

The elimination of reacting cattle should 
be continued so far as practicable, as every 
such animal removed means the prevention 
of exposure to a number of susceptible ani- 
mals. The limited manpower available, 
however, precludes the extensive use of the 
test-and-slaughter method. It is believed 
that the area plan of control should not be 
extended at the present time to counties in 
hag the incidence of infection is relatively 

igh. 

We believe that vaccination with strain 
19 vaccine is an extremely useful and time- 
ly weapon for the control of bovine brucel- 
losis. Calfhood vaccination offers recog- 
nized advantages and it is believed that 
this practice should be encouraged, especial- 
ly in areas of heavy infection. ’ 

Calfhood vaccination in conjunction with 
retention of productive reactors to the 
agglutination test, until vaccinated replace- 
ments become available, is a most desirable 
practice and adapts itself to the necessity 
for increased production. 

With respect to adult vaccination in herds 
under the Federal-State control program we 
feei that the practice should be limited to 
use in those herds in which there is but 
slight prospect of other methods succeed- 
ing, and in herds of the type previously 
mentioned. The persistence of blood titers in 
adult vaccinated cattle precludes accredita- 
tion for indefinite periods. 

In those herds where reactors will be re- 
tained until vaccinated replacements be- 
come available (plan C), it is believed that 
heifer calves up to breeding age should al- 
so be vaccinated to prevent new foci of in- 
fection. 

In negative herds, adult vaccination is 
not recommended. Calfhood vaccination, 
however, may be advocated as a means of 
increasing herd resistance. 

It is believed that consideration should be 
given to infected herds not in the official 
program or on the waiting list for accred- 
itation. From the work done by our bureau 
and from the results presented by Haring 
and the more conservative practitioners. it is 
evident that whole-herd vaccination will, in 
the great majority of instances, greatly 
limit abortions from brucellosis within a 
year and also inhibit the spread of infec- 
tion. If the vaccination of calves is con- 
tinued in a herd of this type, the number 
of reacting animals remaining at the end 
of a five-year period should be so low that 
such herds might then be admitted to the 
control program.

Now back to live stock. It had long been 
Yr, Dutcher’s desire to produce some good 
nules like the ones he used years ago in 
his work. During the winter of 1943 there 
yere twenty good brood mares selected for 
ype and conformation rather than breed- 
ing and a good heavy boned jack purchased 
) produce mules. The first crop of colts 
hve now arrived and they do look good. 

There were also a few brood sows on the 
fam. So it was decided to enlarge the 
swine operation to the point of producing 
wound 600 market hogs per year, depend- 
ing on feed production. 

Cattle, hogs and mules are the salable 
products of Wye River Farms. The plans 
ae to build and maintain a herd of 100 top 
ows which will give a total inventory of 
shout 300 head of cattle at all times, twenty 
bod mares, and enough hogs to keep feed 
supplies in balance. The farming will con- 
ast of about 800 acres in a rotation of corn, 
mall grains, and grass legume pasture, 
with 100 acres in alfalfa and 400 acres in 
permanent pasture. About 200 acres of the 

wasture is cut-over timber land, but with 
the aid of large crawler tractors and bull- 
dozers, this is being cleared of all but a few 
shade trees, fitted and seeded. 

The building up of the land is one of the 
major problems, but it is well under wav, 
with the use of lime, fertilizer and great 
ire of manure, both green and barn 
yard. 

Another problem that has been brought 
under control was buildings for live stock 
aid the storage of feed. Faced with the 
shortage of materials, Wye River Farms 
wurchased a used saw mill and used heavy 
tactors to log out and saw about one hun- 
ited thousand feet of lumber in the spring 
af 1944, and there was completed that yeor 
‘combination cattle shed and hay barrack, 
MN) feet by 52 feet. This was divided into 
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five sections with lots to handle 150 head 
of cattle. Another unit of this kind is 
planned for 1946. 

And now to get back to the manager: 
Carl Lorange has had plenty of experience 
in running farms, and was operating most 
successfully on a farm, near by, when he 
was hired by Mr. Dutcher for Wye River. 
To say that he has done a good job at Wye 
River would be putting it mildly. He has 
done and is doing an outstanding job. Not 
only with the farm but with the buildings, 
the equipment and the live stock. One has 
only to take a trip around the farm with 
him to see and realize how much of his per- 
sonal planning and ability has gone into de- 
signing and building the various barns, 
sheds, houses, elevators, etc. It is worth a 
trip alone to see the farm housing facilities. 
The grain elevator is a marvel. The for- 
rowing house is beyond compare, and the 
cattle sheds, barns and wintering quarters, 


are not only good to look at but are very« 


practical. Carl takes a great amount of 
pride in his work and plans everything just 
as if he were making it for himself to last 
another 100 years. Mrs. Lorange is just as 
interested and I know has been a great deal 
of help to Carl. Yes, she enjoys it too. ..... 

But to get back to what was done in 1944. 
The dairy barn, 36 feet by 80 feet, was con- 
verted into a show barn. The old horse 
barn was remodeled and added to so that 
it would handle the twenty mares. A forty 
nen farrowing barn was completed. A three 
hundred and eighty lineal foot implement 
and machinery shed with shop was con- 
structed. The twenty thousand bushel grain 
elevator was built and e~uinned in time for 
harvest along with the necessary handling 
pens, chutes, etc., for live stock. 

And now to trike a look at the cattle that 
were purchased for the breeding herd. The 
first registered females, a sroup of twenty 
head, were rurchased from _ Blakeford 
Farms, Inc., of Cueenstown, Maryland. A 
number of the younger animals were sired 
by Blakeford Black Major, and others were 
bred to him. The next purchase was a groun 
of thirty head from M. C. Sherman, of 
“ueenstown. and later another twenty-four 
head of Blakeford bred females were add- 
ed. In the fall of 1944 and the snvring of 
1945, eighteen head were added from the 
top sales of the East, including Trenton, 
Dutchess County and the Maryland State 
Sales. Most of these heifers were the tops 
of their respective sales. These included, 


the grand champion and three other top 
selling heifers at Trenton in 1944, and the 
top selling cow of the Dutchess County 
Breeders show and sale in 1944, along with 
four other of the tops. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dutcher enjoy the farm 
very much and are especially enthusiastic 
when discussing Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
They both know good live stock and demand 
the right kind. 

A recent addition to the Wve River crew 
is the veteran feeder and herdsman, Jack 
Low. Jack is well known by most of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders and we know that 
he will have the kind of cattle that he likes 
to work with at Wye River. 

Most of the grade cattle have been sold, 
with the rest to go this year. There are 
now 170 head of Aberdeen-Angus on the 
farm with eighty-five of them mature cows. 
Feed prospects are very good, the Aber- 
deen-Angus are of top quality and it looks 
as if the Wye River Farms are off to a 
good start.
